Olmert: Ze’evi threatened journalists

, Likud MK Ehud Olmert, who has 
for some time been making 
allegation* about organized crime, 
was In the midst of a Utter attack on 
alleged underworld figure Bezalel 
Mizrahi yesterday, when Mizrahi's 
close friend, a former government 
anti-terrorism adviser, Rehavam 
Ze'evi, entered the press-conference 
room at Jerusalem's Beit Agron. 
Olmert had just finished Baying that 
Ze’evi — with whom he has been hav- 
ing a running feud over threats he 
claim* Ze'evi made to him — had 
taken Mizrahi to a meeting at the 
Israel Embassy In Brazil at which 
anti-terror tactics were being dis- 
cussed. 

"You’re not Invited, please leave,” 
Olmert said. 

“If you throw me out, 111 go," 
Ze'evi answered. 

The two men then repeated this ex- 
change for the next minu te. A silence 
followed, which was finally broken 
when one of the journalists present 
pointed out that the rules of the Jour- 
nalists Association, under whose 
auspices the press conference was 
being held, forbade the presence of 
uninvited spectators. The chairman 
concurred, and Ze'evi then stalked 
out of the building. , 

When he had left, Olmert told the' 
press conference that Ze'evi was not 


the officer to whom he had referred a 
year and a half ago when he spoke of 
a "high officer with underworld con- 
nections." The person, was amajor 
whose name had been given to the 
police, Olmert said. 

But he added that Ze'evl’s reaction 
(the reserves general had thought 
that he was the object of the 
remarks) had alerted him to Ze’evi' a 
"methods." which, he said, consisted 
of threatening- everyone with whom 
he clashed. At the same time CHmert 
criticized what he called Ze'evl's Im- 
proper use of his position to give un- 
fair advantage to various of hla 
friends. 

Olmert named three journalists 
whom, he said, Ze’evi had threaten- 
ed. One of these, he said, was Ze'ev 
Yefet of "Ha’aretz,” who had written 
disparagingly of Ze’evi* s part In land 
sales in the West Bauds. According to 
Olmert, Ze’evl’s' friend Bezalel 
Mizrahi had said Yefet should be 
“cut up,” and Ze’evi had agreed. 

Another journalist, Nahum Bamea 
of "Davar" had been called Into the 
army reserves and threatened with 
military prison, Olmert said. The 
reporter had also received a constant 
stream of. abusive phone calls which 
ceased the moment he issued an 
apology to Ze’evi, Olmert added. * 

Finally, Olmert said, Silvie Keshet 
of "Yedlot Aharon ot" had been 
hounded following a satire on the 


"Mexican General Castagneta" — 
ostensibly Ze'evi. The Knesset 
member also mentioned an unnamed 
performer whom, because of a com- 
ment in public, Ze’evi had allegedly 
threatened with bombing his house. 

Olmert also related that a doctor 
doing volunteer service In the army 
was called in and bawled out by the 
O/C Central Command and 
transferred to a camp at which con- 
ditions were very bad because the 
doctor had refused to come instantly 
to attend the general's son. The doc- 
tor had ascertained that the boy bad 
no fever and the case . was not 
serious, Olmert said. 

Only recently, Olmert said, he had 
received a call from a woman at 
whoae-house the doctor had received 
the first call. She called to confirm 
that the doctor had indicated si the 
time that he would not give In to what 
he called "unreasonable pressure.” 

Olmert said Ze'evi was a man who 
uses threats as a regular system, and 
. that he had checked into every case 
personally. He added that before his 
own collision with Ze'evi in January 
1978 he had respected the man, and 
that it was his own experience which 
had resulted in hls investigation.

Begin calls on Arabs 
restudy ‘mini-summit’

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday called on both the Syrians 
and Jordanians to reconsider their 
rejection of a joint Israeli- Arab 
foreign ministers' conference. 'The 
Premier made the plea while on a 
visit to the Golan Heigh* and Metulla 
— his first to the area since assuming 
office. 

He added, however, that if they 
would not do so, Israel was prepared 
to meet in any convenient forum 
which could further the cause of 
peace — including a format which 
would have the U.S. acting as a 
mediator between the Israeli and 
Arab foreign ministers. 

The Premier also pledged Israel's 
continued help to the people of 
southern Lebanon, and intimated 
that press reports that his govern- 
ment was prepared lo retreat from 
the present lines along the Golan 
Heights were inaccurate. - 

Begin, who was accompanied by 
Defence Minister Ezer Welz man, 
Chief of Staff Mordechai Gur and OC 
Northern Command Aluf Raphael 
El tan, assured worried settlers he 
met on the Golan that their future 
would be "a very good one," and that 
be considered the Golan to be an im- 
portant security belt for Israel. But 
he remained con- commits! when 
questioned directly about Israel's In- 
tentions in the area. 

The closest the Premier got to 
making a definitive statement was 
that one could not trust what one 
read in the papers, suggesting that 
reports that hla government's peace 
plans Included an Israeli retreat 
from part of the Golan were not ac- 
curate. 

While on a visit to the .Good Fence 
In the Metulla area, Begin told a 
delegation from southern Lebanon 
that Israel "would never allow the 
South Lebanese Christians to be 
destroyed." He referred to them as 
an island surrounded by a sea of 
enemies, and said that Israel had 
been watching developments in the

Ze’evi: Olmert tried to make me threaten him

TEL AVIV. — Describing his rela- 
tion with contractor Be sal el Mizrahi 
as one of brothers, Aluf (Res.) 
Rehavam Ze'evi said yesterday that 
he did not believe atiegotions that 
the wealthy hotel owner was in- 
volved In crime. 

He also played a tape of a conver- 
sation in which Olmert said he. 
(Ze'evi) threatened him, and charg- 
ed that Olmert had been deliberately 
trying — but falling — to elicit 
threats. 

Allegations that Mizrahi was a key 
figure in Israeli crime, raised by 
Knesset Member Ehud Olmert, were 
repeated yesterday by "Ha'aretz" 
journalist Avi Valentin. 

Ze'evi was speaking yesterday to 
reporters at a press conference 
which he called to defend hims elf 
against accusations that he had . 
threatened Olmert a year-and-a-half 
ago following the Knesset Member's 
charges about army officers' links 
with organized crime. 

Ze’evi, In response to questions, 
admitted, that former police in- 


telligence officer Sami Nahmlas had 
hinted to him that It wasn't to his ad- 
vantage to be friendly with Bezalel 
Mizrahi. 

Ze'evi said he told Nahmlas that 
he did hot buy or sell friendship and 
that he did not choose friends on the 
basis of whether it was worthwhile 
or not. 

' Ze'evi also admitted that he knew 
.Tuvia Oshri and Rahamln Aharonl. 
but said that they were not his 
friends. Both Individuals have been 
linked In newspaper reports with 
.organized crime. 

In the course of the press con-, 
ference, Ze'evi once again denied 
that he had threatened Olmert. To 
back up hls claim, Ze’evi played for 
reporters the tape recording be 
made at the time of their meeting In 
January 197B at Mizrahi’s Shalom 
Hotel in Jerusalem. 

The recording indicated that the . 
conversation between Olmert,. 
Mizrahi and Ze'evi was conducted in 
a quiet, reasonable manner.

Shah names oil negotiator 
Amouzegar as new Premier 


TEHERAN (UPD. — The Shah 
nominated financial wizard Jamshid 
Amouzegar, Iran’s chief oil 
negotiator, to the premiership 
yesterday in an attempt to Inject 
more efficiency into the administra- 
tion. 

Amottzegar succeeds Amir Abbas 
Hoveyda, who resigned his 13-year- 
old premiership on Saturday to 
become minister of the imperial 
court. 

Although the Shah's, decision is 
considered final. Amouzegar must 
present his government to Parlia- 
ment. Political observers said the 
necessary vote of confidence was a . 
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mere formality. Amouzegar, 54, 
presented hls proposed cabinet to the 
Shah during an audience at the Cas- 
pian Sea resort of Ramsar. 

• The principal ministers, including 
Foreign Minister Abbas All Khalat- 
bari, retained their seats in the new 
cabinet. 

The changes — the ministers ot 
both Planning and Energy were 
replaced by men close to Amouzegar 
— reflected the Shah’s irritation 
over the recent series of ■ electrical 
power failures which have caused 
colossal losses to Industry and spark- 
ed a great deal of public unrest 

The blackouts, lasting up to five 
hours a day. were a major factor In 
the Shah's decision to oust Hoveyda. 
government sources said. 

• Amouzegar, an engineering 
graduateof Cornell University In the 
U.S., was also leader of Rastakhiz, 
Iran’s only legal political party. It 
was not Immediately known who 
would replace him in that post.

had secretly recorded the conver-

A transcript of this latter recor- 
ding was printed with some deletions 
in Friday's "Maariv." At yester- 
day's press conference,. Ze'evi 
■ played the whole tape and provided 
reporters with a transcript of it. 

Ze’evi said that when listening to 
the tapes he felt that Olmert had 
been trying to bait him so that he 
would answer the way Olmert 
wanted him to — with a threat. He 
added that Olmert would say, "don’t 
threaten me," and they would reply 
"we are not threatening you." 

Coining a phrase, "Olmertlsm," 
Ze’evi described the Knesset 
Member's method as one of making 
accusations without facts or 
evidence. 

' Expressing the hope that Olmert 
would not hide behind hls Knesset 
immunity, Ze’evi said that he was 
considering whether, to aue Olmert 
' for one agora or !X2m. 

Ze’evi, presenting hls 2B-page 
transcript of the recording, 
specifically marked passages which 
he said had been left out from the 
transcript Olznert had made 
available to "Ma'arfv.” 

These are passages In which 
Olmert declares that he did not ac- 
cuse Ze’evi and Mizrahi' of criminal 
activity. 

In one section, Olmert says: "I 
think the army was the subject of an 
.action, to other words, the victim of 
an action by persons from the un- 
derworld. That's what I said when I 
got the information — and that's 
really all the Information I have." 

Describing Bezalel Mizrahi as & 
rich man “and that one of the worst 
and most despicable types of protec- 
tion is the extortion, of property," 
Olmert explains. "I didn’t say 
anything and I don't think Bezalel 
should have been insulted because I 
didn’t pin anything on him and didn’t 
accuse Mm of anything ... I know that 
he has a chain ofhotels outside Tel 
Aviv but more than that I don't 
know." 

At one point', Olmert who has been 
mainly talking with Ze'evi turns to 
Mizrahi and asks, "Bezalel, do you 
want to add anything?" 

Mizrahi replies: "He said pretty 
much what I think. This is what we 
Intend to do. None of us ever thought 
of taking any action against you — 
not threats, not three, not ‘any of the 
things you said 

To which Olmert says: "God for- 
bid."

10 bomb blasts 
across Turkey 

ISTANBUL (API. — Police reported 
at least 10 bomb explosions across 
Turkey over the weekend while 
mobilized squads combed major 
towns as political violence mounted. 

Within the past 24 hours, bomb* 
blasts shook a grocery store, a meat 
shop, two apartment flats and a 
coffee-house in Ankara. Nobody was 
Injured but property damage to ail 
buildings was considerable, police 
said. In each attack, window 1 glass 
was shattered and residents spent 
the night in panic because of the 
blasts. 

Bombs also went off at a bank 
branch in Istanbul and a house in 
Malatyo, Eastern Turkey. In Kars, a 
district office of the ruling pro- 
Moslem Notional Salvation Party 
and an ultra-rightist teachers' 
organization sustained heavy 
damage from explosive devices. 

As the bomb attacks continued 
police in Istanbul announced the 
arrest of seven extreme leftists.

After receiving the Premier with 
songs and dances, the settlers stress- 
ed Israel's historical and Biblical 
right to the Golan Heights, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the Begin 
government did not Intend giving 
them up. 


Military 
parade a 

‘dead duck’

New evidence emerged yesterday 
that the Cabinet's week-old decision 
to hold a military parade on 
Independence Day is seen as a dead 
duck even by the government Itself. 

Cabinet secretary Arye Naor, 
chairman of an inter-departmental 
committee assigned to plan 
Independence Day events, 
acknowledged that his committee 
would have to work on two sets of 
proposals — one based on a military 
parade and the other based on the 
assumption that the parade will in 
the end not take place. 

Naor said this pragmatic approach 
was necessitated by the objective 
situation. The Prime Minister had 
agreed to put the Cabinet decision to 
.the test of a free Knesset vote, and It 
was clear that a strong body of opi- 
nion In the House opposed the 
parade. 

The Cabinet decision was taken 
tost Sunday. It waa supported by 
Begin and six other ministers and op- 
posed by Defence Minister Weizman 
and three others. Finance Minister 
Ehrlich and Interior iziwiator Burg 
abstained. 

The decision triggered a wave of 
public and press opposition. 
Editorial writers and columnists in 
virtually all the newspapers came 
out against the parade. 

Naor said his committee would 
meet for the first time tomorrow and 
would thereafter hold regular 
meetings. He asked for — and the 
Cabinet yesterday agreed to — the 
co-opting of a representative of the 
Absorption Ministry onto the com- 
mittee. 

Judy Siegel adds: 

Naor told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that “we have not passed 
the deadline yet when work must be 
started, but we must hurry." 

Some government officials, 
however, feel that it Is already 
almost too tote to start org anizin g the 
Independence Day celebrations. 

A military parade, said one source, 
would take at least seven months to 
organize, and the decision on 
whether to hold it would leave too lit- 
tle time to implement.

CLASHES IN 
LEBANON 

BEIRUT (UPI). — Fierce fighting 
flared between Palestinian- 
Lebanese leftists and Christian 
rightists in South Lebanon yester- 
day, two weeks before regular 
Lebanese troops were to implement 
a cease-fire accord sealed late last 
month, reports from the region near 
the Israel border said. 

Rival forces along the southeast 
"Marjayoun front" began swapping 
artillery, mortar and machinegim 
fire late Saturday. The steadily es- 
calating clashes left numerous 
homes ablaze and at least seven per- 
sons injured In leftist and Palesti- 
nian strongholds by dawn yesterday. 

No casualty count was available 
from the rightist positions. 

The fighting Ignited between 
rightist militiamen in the towns of 
Marjayoun and Klela, and 
Palestlnian-leftiat forces near the 
border settlements of Khiam, Eh el 
es-Saki. Rashaya al-Foukhar, 
H&sbani and Blat, the reports said.

‘Washington means business!’

Jordan’s King Hussein yester- 
day Indicated in Amman that 
U3. Secretary of State Qyrus 
Vance has embarked on for- 
mulating proposals for settling 
substantive issues in dispute 
between the Arabs and Israel. 

"Our friends to Washington really 
mean business." Hussein said. Im- 
plying that the shift in Vance’s mis- 
sion might have been endorsed by 
the White House. The secretary bad 
originally set out on hls 12-day Mid- . 
die East mission to dlscCiss 
procedures leading to reconvening 
the Geneva peace conference this 
fall. This bid appears to have been 
abandoned following the collapse of 
the proposed preparatory foreign 
ministers' "working group,” after 
both Syria and Jordan insisted that a 
groundwork for a settlement be for- 
mulated prior to reconvening a con- 
ference either in Geneva or any 
other location. 

“If there is concentration on sub- 
stance." ail procedural issues "will 
fall into place," Hussein said. The 
Jordanian monarch spoke at his 
Hashimiya palace after concluding 
three rounds of talks with Vance. 

The secretary tost night arrived in 
Taef for talks with Saudi Arabian 
leaders whom the U.S. considers a 
bulwark against Soviet influence In 
the Middle East and Africa. 
Tomorrow the secretary comes to 
Jerusalem which maintains that the 
substantive Issues Vance reportedly 
raised in the earlier stages of his 
mission must be negotiated directly 
with the Arabs. Nevertheless, 
Jerusalem la reported to be awaiting 
Vance “with Interest," although un- 
likely to plunge Itself Into discussing 
other than procedural proposals for 
advancing substantive negotiations 
on peace treaties with the neighbour^ 
ing Arab states. 

Hussein said that Vance's 
negotiations with the Arab side 
made "progress on most points." He 
did not elaborate. There were in- 
dications that the deliberations 
focused on President Garter's con- 
cept of a full-fledged peace settle- 


ment, future boundaries and a 

Palestinian entity. 

"We are not going around In 
circles" as was the case In the past, 
said Hussein. He stressed that 
deliberations are no longer being 
conducted in "vague terms." 

Hussein said that the core issue in 
the dispute is the "right" of the 
Palestinian Arabs to a "homeland" 
in the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 
He said that Israel must be directed 
to accept the establishment of such a 
homeland, adding that the people of 
the West Bank have "a legal right to 
that region." He reiterated his in- 
sistence on the West Bank people's 
“right to self-determination" — an 
exercise through which he believes 
the thorny element of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization would be 
eliminated. 

Meanwhile, there have been 
rumours that West Bank mayors 
split after a recent meeting into two 
camps: one advocating a memoran- 
dum to Vance expressing sympathy 
with the PLO and another voicing 
support for the Jordanian notion of 
self-determination. The second 
camp reportedly visualizes a future 
confederation with Jordan as well as 
Syria. These countries are moving 
toward such a union. 

Reliable U.S. diplomatic sources, 
however, told Tne Jerusalem Post 
last night that they are not aware 
either of a meeting by West Bank 
mayors or of a memorandum con- 
veyed by them. 

What has been happening is a 
flurry of newspaper advertisements 
in which West Bank mayors, com- 
munity leaders and notables are air- 
ing their greetings — and ex- 
pressions of loyalty — to Hussein on 
the occasion of his silver jubilee in 
power. 

A leading Arab political commen- 
tator yesterday said that Vance's 
talks in Saudi Arabia last night and 
this morning will decide 
Washington’s direction over the 
political future of the Palestinian 
Arabs and their representation in 
forthcoming peace negotiations. “If . 
the U.S. does not listen to Saudi 
Arabia, it will not listen to anybody,” 
said Michel Abu Joudeh of Beirut’s 
Influential "An-Nahar" newspaper. 


Cabinet sets up six-man 
team to meet Vance

The Cabinet yesterday appointed a 
six-man negotiating team to meet 
with U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance. The team, as proposed by 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, in- 
cludes the Premier himself. Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman, Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich, Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg and Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon. 

The general impression in the 
Cabinet appeared to be that 
Secretary Vance, when he arrives in' 
Israel tomorrow, may bring better 
news regarding his talks with Arab 
leaders — particularly in Syria — 
than has been indicated by reports in 
the media. 

The Cabinet heard three reports: 
from Ambassador Simcha Dlnltz, 
who conveyed to the Cabinet such in- 
formation as he had gleaned in 
Washington on Vance’s talks In the 
Arab capitals, from Premier Begin, 
and from Foreign Minister Dayan. 

The Premier said he would hold the 
talks with Vance In the Cabinet 
Room — just as he himself hod met 
with Carter in the Cabinet Emm of 
the White House. This is something of 
a new departure for Jerusalem: In 
the past such talks were held In the 
Prime Minister's conference room 
adjoining the Premier's bureau, one 
floor below the Cabinet Room in the 
Prime Minister's Office. 

By noon the Cabinet had heard the 
reports, and concluded its debate and 
all other items on the agenda, per- 
mitting the Premier to emplane for 
the north. 


Meanwhile, Communications 
- Ministry technicians were busy, in- 
stalling sophisticated equipment at 
the American Consulate in West 
Jerusalem to facilitate direct links 
between Vance's party and 
Washington. 

'NO NUANCES* 

A "foreign policy debate" in the 
Begin Cabinet la a very different af- 
fair than what went by the same 
name In the Rabin Cabinet or in the 
preceding Labour governments. It Is 
short, sharp .and to the point, and 
everyone agrees about virtually 
everything. There are none of the 
euphemistically termed "nuances" 
which later turn out to have been 
vociferous clashes overlaid with 
bitter ideological and personal 
animosities. The disciplined and 
Idyllic harmony prevailing in the 
present Cabinet was described 
yesterday after the meeting by 
Cabinet Secretary Arye Naor. 

1 'Almost all the ministers took part In 
the debate," he reported. "There 
was unanimity among them both as 
regards our policy-ends and the 
means for achieving those ends." 
How, then, he was asked, was the 
debate conducted? He replied, 
reasonably enough, that harmony — 
like discord — was expressed by 
uttering words, and this was what the 
ministers had done. "After all, that's 
what politics is all about, isn't It: 
mouthing words.” The debate luted 
only an hour or so — far shorter than 
under the previous government 
where such debates would quite nor- 
mally stretch Into the tote afternoon. 


FALANGE OFFICE IS BLASTED 

BEIRUT, (Reuter). — Explosive 
charges yesterday destroyed a two- 
storey building housing the office of - 
the rightwing Falangist party In a 
mountain village northeast of here, 
the party's radio reported. 

It did not refer to any casualties, 
but recalled a similar explosion last 


month which damaged another 
Falangist office In a northern Beirut 
suburb. Both incidents took place in 
Christian-dominated regions of 
Lebanon. 

The radio also reported two ex- 
plosions In a Christian district of 
Beirut early yesterday morning. 


Moscow caught on Horn of Africa dilemma 


By DAVID B. OTTAWA Y 
MOGADISHU. — The Soviet Union is 
continuing to provide Somalia with 
military supplies in an apparent ef- 
fort to dissuade its East African ally 
from turning to the West for arms 
and also to protect itself against a 
possible pro-Western coup in 
Ethiopia that would oblige It to fall 
bank on this country. 

Several Soviet ships loaded with 
war - material have recently arrived 
here, according to Arab and Western 
diplomatic sources, even as Moscow 
is pouring arms into neighbouring 
Ethiopia. The two countries, both 
Soviet-backed, Marxist 
governments, are in a state of war 
over a huge tract of disputed border 
territory. 

UPI reported from Moscow yester- 
day that the Soviet Afro- Asian 
Solidarity Committee expressed 
“deep concern” over the fighting 
between Somalia and Ethiopia and 
called on both sides tb end the war 
“in the Interest of all progressive 
forces of Africa.” The statement 
appeared in the Communist Party 
newspaper “Pravda" and on the 
Tass news wire.) 

Earlier this summer, the Soviet 
Union suspended the normal flow of 
spare parts and new military equip- 
ment- to Somalia, apparently out of 
deference to its new ally in Ethiopia, 
Lieut. -Cal. Mengistu Haile Mariam, 


who made a triumphant visit to 
Moscow in early May. 

The brief suspension and quick 
resumption of the shipment of arms 
to this country neatly Illustrates the 
dilemma the war under way In 
southeastern Ethiopia Is posing for 
Moscow now that It has become the 
main military supplier and foreign 
backer of both Somalia and 
Ethiopia. 

In its decision to rescue Mengistu' 
lies the very likely probability that it 
may lose Somalia, once its closest 
black African ally. Having com- 
mitted Itself to the Ethiopian 
military regime, the Soviet Union Is 
discovering that the massive arms 
lift necessary to assure Its survival 
is totally unacceptable to the Somali 
government. 

Ironically, there is every indica- 
tion that it was the Soviet decision to 
supply Mengistu with arms that is 
responsible for the quickening of the 
wars In both southeast and northern 
Ethiopia that may well soon cause 
his downfall. 

Arab diplomats throughout the 
region point out that It was the 
arrival of Soviet tanks in Addis 
Ababa beginning in March that 
made it imperative for both the 
Somali and Eritrean Insurgents to 
press for victory Immediately, 
before the Mengistu regime became 
too strong. 


For the Soviets, Ethiopia 
represents a huge gamble, the se- 
cond In Black Africa in the past two 
years 'after Angola. The Soviet vic- 
tory there has apparently em- 
boldened Moscow to take com- 
parable risks elsewhere in Black 
Africa to best the U.S. in the un- 
declared cold war revisiting this 
troubled continent. 

But the stakes for the Soviet Union 
In northeast Africa are far greater 
than those in Angola. Unlike Angola, 
the Soviet Union has important 
vested Interests here. It stands a 
good chance of losing the use of 
Somali naval and airport facilities 
along the Indian Ocean which it 
built, or improved, at considerable 
expense, it also runs the serious risk 


of losing its new ally in Ethiopia in 
the very same kind of bloody palace 
coup that brought Mengistu to power 
there In early February. 

Right now, Mengistu' s military 
government is in the deepest danger 
of seeing not only the Ogaden region 
but large parts of four provinces in 
the southeast and Eritrea province 
in the far north seceding from the. 
Ethiopian heartland. 

Eritrean nationalists have seized 

all but the provincial capital of 
Asmara and the ports of Massawa 
and Asab in Ethiopia's Red Sea 
province of Eritrea, while Somali 
nationalists have control or virtually 
all the Ogaden and are pushing into

Interior Minister Yosef Burg, tak- 
ing a different stand from police 
inspector-general Haim Tavorl, said 
on TV lest night that he believes 
there is organized crime in Israel. 

But he stressed that the difference 
between him and Rav Nitzav Haim 
Tavorl Is one of semantics. (Tavorl. 
who in the past denied that organized 
crime existed, has recently spoken of 
“organization by individuals to com- 
mit crime.") 

Nevertheless, Burg noted that the 
police must tackle the problem of 
organized crime with more daring. 
He said he Is awaiting a police plan 
on the subject, which Is to be sub- 
mitted to him in two weeks. 

He also said he favours an indepen- 
dent inquiry into organized crime, to 
be headed by an Independent non- 
political figure — thus implying re- 
jection of the proposal to set up a 
parliamentary committee. 

At the same time, police sources 
said that national police head- 
quarters was unusually active 
yesterday as top officials met to dis- 
cuss the report they are to draw up 
on organized crime. Tavorl had 
promised the report at a meeting 
with Dr. Burg on Friday. 

In another development, former 
police intelligence chief Sbnuel 
Nafamias last night told The 
Jerusalem Post that MK Samuel 
Flatto Sharon could not be a leader 
of the Israeli underworld. 

(.The idea of Flatto- Sharon as being 
under consideration for the post was 
raised in a weekend article on the un- 
derworld by “Ha'aretz'' crime 
reporter Avi Valentin. Flatto has 
threatened to sue for IL5m. unless he 
receives an apology.) 

“I know that the leaders (of the un- 
derworld.) are much more quiet 
Flatto-Sharon," Nahmias said. The 
former army intelligence officer, 
who left the police when his demands 
to set up a special force to fight 
organized crime were not met, added 
that none of the names now being 
bandied about (by MK Ehud Olmert 
and the press) are those of real un- 
derworld leaders.

of what has resulted in a slanging 
match between the two.) 

Olmert said it had been Ze'evi's 
practice to attend the negotiations 
for land sales between West Bank 
Arabs and friends of his.

been In a low tone. Ze’evi, with his 
tape recorder, is an expert at these 
things. Olmert said. 

But he added that in an unrecorded 
telephone conversation prior to the 
meeting. Ze'evi had said that if 
Olmert did not agree to the confron- 
tation, he would “give the boys the 
word to act.” 

Olmert also ridiculed threats by 
Ze'evi and especially Bezalel 
Mizrahi to sue him for slander if only 
they could do bo In spite of Olmert's 
parliamentary immunity. He noted 
that Mizrahi had been called an un- 
derworld figure on numerous oc- 
casions and had never gone to court 
over the Issue. 

Mizrahi cannot sue for defamation 
of his good name, Olmert said, 
because he h&B no. good name to 
protect. He also noted an apparent 
contradiction between Ze’evi’s 
praise of Mizrahi as an outstanding

Shahal says extortion victims 
lack faith in police protection 




Nahmias explained that his in- 
vestigations had made it clear that 
the top men in the criminal world 
keep a very low profile — leading 
quiet lives and not making 
themselves conspicuous. “They are 
people you would never identify as 
criminals,” he said. Nahmias said he 
knew the identity of some, but not all. 
of these people. 

As for another press report — one 
implying that the Tmderworldhas its 
man in the police hierarchy — 
Nahmias rejected the idea. “They 
don't have a pa an In the police 
because they don't need one." Why 
should they bother when the police 
don’t constitute a real threat to 
them? he asked. 

Nahmias explained that his 
proposed special c rime-fighting unit 
would deal with the very small 
percentage of criminals with whom 
the police are presently unprepared 
to deal. The present unwillingness of 
extortion victims to come forward 
was a symption of police inadequacy, 
he said. 

He explained that the term 
“underworld" described an actual 
phenomenon, an underground socie- 
ty with its own laws, police, courts 
and executioners. It was the last item 
which interested him chiefly, he said. 

DrugB were the area in which un- 
derworld activity was most evident, 
he continued. Most of the underworld 
killings which have been solved had 
proved to involve that area. 

As for his future plans. Nahmias 
noted that he is waiting to speak to 
the Prime Minister. Mr. Begin’s 
reaction to Ms suggested special 
crime-unit would be decisive as to 
whether he would seek a job on the 
private market. 

Nahmias also explained his war- 
ning to Aluf (res.) Rehavam Ze'evi 
that his (Ze'evi's) associates would 
get him into trouble. In an interview 
with Ze’evi, he had warned that the 
general's position demanded that he 
act In a certain way. He added that 
this was not a matter of class pre- 
judice, but rather of the restrictions 
which a leader imposes upon himself 
In order to ensure his credibility.

Shahal told of one 
man mentioned in last year's police 
summary report on the wholesale 
vegetable and fruit market at Rehov 
Carlebacb in Tel Aviv. 

In that report this man was 
described as connected with extor- 
tion In file market. “When I question- 
ed police about this man, I was told 
that he had emigrated from the coun- 
try. nils *yored' did not leave the 
country — he simply moved his ac- 
tivities from the wholesale market to 
the watermelon market in the out- 
skirts of Tel Aviv.” Shahal said. 

This man, according to informed 
sources, controls the marketing of 
watermelons in the greater Tel Aviv 
area. He finances the watermelon 
stalls, for which he receives 40 per 
cent of the profits. Accordingto some 
estimates, a watermelon stall in a 
good area can bring in between HJ3Q,- 
000 to IL150.Q0Q per season. 

Shahal recently told a Knesset 


committee that kibbutzim have com- 
plained to the police that they are 
* forced to sell their watermelons at a 
low price to this family which has 
cornered the market, mid in a few 
hours these same watermelons are 
resold for twice to four times the 
original purchase price. The Post 
learned that control of the 
watermelon market was settled by 
acts of brutality which Included the 
breaking of limbs of persons. One 
person was "accidentally'’ ran over 
by a truck and had both legs crushed. 
The police are also investigating a 
murder believed to be connected 
with control of this market. 

Shahal expressed surprise that in- 
come tax officials have not done 
anything “especially since this 
matter received quite a lot of publici- 
ty a year ago. and they also received 
the police report on the wholesale 
market. This more than 100 page 
report included names and 
photographs," according to SfaahaL 


Radio, TV lack funds 
for Anniversary series

A shortage of funds will prevent 
Israel radio and TV from broad- 
casting a special series of 
programmes to mark next year’s 
80th anniversary of the founding of 
the State. _ 

This was made clear yesterday at 
the Broadcasting Authority's board 
of directors meeting, where director- 
general Yitzhak Livni said that 
preparation of a series of special 
programmes would require funds 
which the Authority does not today 
have. Under the Authority’s regular 
budget, he said, it will be possible to 
produce only individual progra- 
mmes, not a series. 

Board member Ariel Weinstein (of 
the Likud's Liberals) called an the 
government to allocate special funds 
for the project, in view of the impor- 
tance of the occasion. He was sup- 
ported by Ell Tavin (of the Likud’s 
Herat wing) and Yitzhak Meir (of the 
National Religious Party), who call- 
ed on the director-general to prepare 
a plan for such broadcasts which it 
could then use to approach the 
government for funds. 

Livni noted that all efforts to raise 
funds for the production of two major 
features — one on the history of 
Zionism and the other on the Arab- 
ia rael conflict — had so far failed. 
These were to have been the main TV 
features for the anniversary. He told 
the board that a special committee 
had been set up to deal with 
programmes for the anniversary; 


this would be presenting its 
proposals within a month. 

The board also discussed other 
business. This Included the idea of 
having a short “30 years ago" spot at 
the end of the “Mabat" newsreel; the 
problem of advertisements for com- 
mercial shows on programmes deal- 
ing with entertainment; and the ap- 
pointment of a committee to appoint 
a new director of radio news broad- 
casts.. 

The cabinet yesterday named five 
of its members as the Ministerial 
Committee for the Broadcasting 
Authority. They are : Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer (chair- 
man), Finance Minister Simha 
Ehrlich, Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon, Absorption Minister David 
Levy and Industry ■ Minister Yigael 
Hurvitz. 

The same committee in the 
previous government had the same 
composition in terms of ministries, 
Cabinet Secretary Arye Naor pointed 
out. He was apparently indicating 
that an effort had been made to keep 
the appointment of this committee 
low-key, in view of fears within the 
authority that the Likud-led govern- 
ment would want to Introduce radical 
changes in the broadcasting ser- 
vices. 

While in opposition, the Likud had 
often protested what It considered a 
leftist bias in seme of the radio and 
TV current -affairs programmes. But 
it has also stated that it wants no 
government interference in the 
media. 


Begin postpones filling 
of vacant Cabinet posts

Prime Minister Begin has decided 
to postpone "for a few weeks" the ap- 
pointment of ministers to fill the va- 
cant Justice, Social Betterment and 
Transport and Communications port- 
folios. He told the Cabinet yesterday 
that his decision was intended “to 
give the Democratic Movement for 
Change the opportunity to reconsider 
Its decision not to jo{n the coalition." 

Hie DMC voted by a large majori- 
ty last week to stay out of the govern- 
ment “under present conditions." Its 
Weeks of negotiations with Begin and 
other ministers deadlocked over the 
DMC a demand for electoral re f orm, 
which Likud’s religious coalition 
partners oppose. 

But Begin assured the Cabinet that 
be would not let the three posts re- 
main vacant beyond the reconvening

of the Knesset in October after the 
summer recess. Cabinet Secretary 
Arye Naor indicated that tUs was the 
ultimate deadline, but in practice the 
posts were expected to be filled a 
good deal ea r lier. 

Political pundits say the three 
posts will be divided between Herat 
and the Liberals, with Herat 
probably taking Social Betterment 
and Transport, and the Liberals’ 
Mosbe Niasizn the likeliest contender 
for the prestigious Justice portfolio. 

The National Religious Party had 
urged the Premier to allow the DMC 
further time for reflection on 
Begins ’s compromise proposal which 
the DMC last week rejected: 10 con- . 
stituencies. (The DMC had demand- 
ed at least 18; the NRP had insisted 
on no more thaft six. but Indicated 
that it might have accepted ten.) 


CRIME REPORT 


EXTORTION. — Two men from Or 
Yehuda. Simon Vandovsky and 
Shuts MlchaelshvilU, were remand- 
ed in the Tel Aviv Magistrate’s Court 
yesterday on suspicion of using 
threats and firing shots to extort an 
alleged gambling debt. Their lawyer 
claimed that they had arranged to 
meet the alleged debtor In Lod, and 
that he had laid an ambush for the- 
two men and that it was he who bad 
been responsible for the shots. The 
judge turned down their appeal 
against their detention. 

TAX EVASION. — A Tel Aviv rain- 
coat manufacturer, Halm Sal peter, 
was charged yesterday with cooking 
his firm's books and failing to enter 
sales totalling some IL125.0OO last 
month. A tax Inspector told the court 
that he had also admitted various ex- 
penditures, including under-the-able 
wage payments, did not appear In the 
books. Salpeter was released on 
IL220,000 bail and his passport was 
confiscated. 

STABBING. — A youth who stabbed 
two policemen in Petah Tikva last 
week while making his getaway after 
breaking Into a barber shop turned 
himself in yesterday.

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DMC accepts 
Zorea note 
of apology

TEL AVIV. — MK Meir Zorea of the 
Democratic Movement for Change 
yesterday apologized for attacking 
two of his colleagues at a press con- 
ference last week, and asked the 
movement's control committee to 
rule on his conduct. 

DMC members who met in 
Jerusalem and Haifa last night 
welcomed Zorea's appeal to the con- 
trol committee. Leaders who had 
collected signatures demanding a 
council meeting to discuss the a f fai r , 
later held consultations over the 
telephone and one of them told The 
Jerusalem Post they will probably 
cancel their demand “in view of his 
apology." 

The movement's leader, MK 
Yigael Yadln, said the appeal to the 
control committee may render the 
matter sub^judice. 

Zorea's letter, delivered to Yadln 
in Jerusalem, expressed his regret 
over “the manner, the form and the 
circumstances" of his attack on MKs 
Amnon Rubinstein and Meir Amit 
last Thursday. 

But he stood firm on the substance 
of his criticism. “I hope the move- 
ment and its appropriate forums will 
also discuss in the near future the 
merits of my claims," be wrote. 

Zorea had accused, his two fellow 
MTPw of joining coalition negotiations 
with the express aim of disrupting 
them and of subverting Yadln 's posi- 
tion as the movement's leader. 

But rather than decide himself 
whether to remain in the 
movement's top forum, the 
secretariat, as the party bad re- 
quested he do, Zorea appealed to the 
control committee “to discuss the 
matter and draw its conclusions." 

Zorea yesterday received some 
grabs roots support. “He's no little 
child, and if he makes accusations 
there must be some truth to them," 
Gershon Argov told a party meeting 
here. “The public wants to know 
what is really happening. Why did he 
accuse those two and no others?" he 
asked. 

Yadln replied later the party will in 
fact discuss the substance of Zorea's 
criticism.

Plan for settling Galilee No. 1 on priority list

MEONA. — The Settlement Depart- 
ment of the Jewish Agency will keep 
its programme for settling the 
Galilee at the top of Its priority list 
and will make certain the budget for 
this is not curtailed despite 
budgetary problems. 

The department's new- director- 
general. Shimon Ravid, said this 
yesterday during a tour of the 
region's settlements with Zionist Ex- 
ecutive chairman Yosef Almogl. He 
said the budgets for other activities 
win be cut Instead. 

Ravid pointed out, however, that 
the bulk of this settlement will have 
!to.' depend >on : Industry, with only -a 


small portion baaed on “intensifica- 
tion of existing agriculture.” 

The settlement programme calls 
for increasing the population of the 10 
kibbutzim in the area from 3,000 to 4,- 
000 within five years, reaching 7,000 
by 1990. The programme also calls 
for increasing the number of family 
units In the existing moshavim from 
today's 2,300 to 8,650. There also wUl 
be 10 new moshavim, 10 to 12 new 
kibbutzim and two new regional cen- 
tres. In addition .to the centres 
already existing-iii Gored, Merom 
Hag alii and at the foot of the Her- 
’ men. 

- Rahamim Yakutl, secretary of the 
"mountain moshavim," complained 
about the department’s neglect of ex- 
isting moshavim; of its failure to 


provide land already promised and 
raised severe objections to returning 
Ikrit and Blr'im to their .original 
residents. He quoted from a resolu- 
tion adopted by moshavim of the 
Ikrit and Blr’im area, which was sent 
yesterday to Minister of Agriculture 
Ariel Sharon and Prime Minister 
Mehahem Begin, warning that area 
settlers wiD suffer from such a move 
and may well abandon their 
settlements.

Bergman also appeared in court 
yesterday, and was ordered remand- 
1 : -^i ed for 15 days. His lawyer claimed

Havkln the drug, and had only 
agreed to do so under duress. 

Havkln’ a lawyer told the court that 
she and her daughter had a few days 
previously been Injured In a motor 
accident, and was as a result in a 
state of deep depression. But he 
denied that she traded in drugs. - 

On hearing that she was to. be 
.remanded, the singer broke down,' 
screaming: “You are murdering 
me! You aren't human beings.. Hy 
daughter has been hurt in an acci- 
dent and you are acting In this 
callous manner." 

Judge Yehoabua Diamant warned 
Havkln that If she continued her out- 
burst she would be held In contempt 
of court. He turned down her 
lawyer's request that her name be 
withheld from publication.

HI A1 lets the country's policy 
makers and members of the news 
media fly first class without paying 
the proper fare, HI A1 pilot Gideon 
Arbel has charged in a letter sent to

an unwritten agreement which 
allows the country's leaders and 
government officials to bypass 
customs because the cars of "impart 
font people" pick them up at tar- 
mac;' thus even the officials who 
draw up the customs regulations, 
and are responsible for their Im- 
plementation. don't have to abide by 
them.” 

In his letter, Captain Arbel also 
noted that valuable gifts from the 
duty free shop, such as expensive 
cigarette lighten, cigarettes, and 
liquor were regularly distributed "in 
a kingly fashion” on the flights of 
former prime ministers. He said that 
when he flew Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin to the D.8. last 
month, HI A1 distributed 10 gift 
packages, each containing two 
bottles of liquor and one carton of 


Foreign currency laws eased

Israelis . wtilaon .be permitted to - 
keep three different types of foreign 
currency accounts, from which they 
may withdraw money for travel 
without paying the 15 per cent ser- 
vice Import tax, the Treasury an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Withdrawals wUl be in addition to 
the regular $700 allocation per per- 
son. 

The first of these accounts is a fix- 
ed deposit account for purposes of 
travel. Any individual resident (not 
a corporation) can put one third of 
any foreign currency receive^ as a 
gift, Inheritance, or pension into this 


- ■ account — as well as one tMrd of his 

- Income from services or goods sold 
abroad — and then draw on it when 
he travels abroad. 

Foreign currency left over from 
the regular travel allocation may 
also be deposited Into this account, 
but not money from German 
restitutions or from foe sale of goods 
and services which benefit from ex- 
port incentives. The remaining two- 
thirds will have to be deposited into 
an ordinary Pasak account (fixed 
deposit In foreign currency) . 

Residents, may withdraw up to f 1,- 
000 a year for themselves and 


r *me£ba5‘ofthefr taxnUy/Ar travel 7 
or for the purchase of goods. 

The second type of account is for 
businesses, such as consulting firms, 
who export services. They may 
deposit their foreign currency 
receipts and may draw upon them to 
cover business expenses and travel 
expenses at the rate approved for ex- 
porters, i.e. $60 per day up to a max- 
imum of $1,500 per trip. 

A third account of foe same kind is 
for institutions which receive 
donations from abroad. Withdrawals 
from these accounts will have to be 
licensed by the Treasury. 


Mission effort alarms Long Island Jews

NEW YORK. — A recent intensive 
missionary effort among the large 
Jewish college population here 
appears to have made little marie, 
and is being regarded by the wider 
Jewish community as an affront 
rather than a threat. 

But It has set Into sharp relief com- 
munal anxieties over failings in 
developing a sense of. Jewish com- 
mitment among the young. 

Uneasiness over the weaknesses 
exposed by foe (Initially) soft-sell 
missionary techniques — which in- 
clude the offer of needed community 
services — has led a coalition of 
Jewish agencies to set up a task 
force under the aegis of the Jewish 
Community Relations Council of 
New York. 

The move came In the wake of 
well-financed mission efforts focus- 
ed on Long Island, a suburban area 
of metropolitan New York which has 
a Jewish population of over half a' 
million and a Jewish college popula- 
tion of 20 , 000 . 

Communal togetherness is a par- 
ticular problem in Long. Island, 
where a large percentage of working 
residents commute to jobs In New 
York City and have not developed a 


strong sense of community. 

Jewish spokesmen concede that 
foe mission groups have skfiEulIy 
sought to penetrate the most 
vulnerable points of Long Island 
Jewish life even among the non- 
college-going community — es- 
tablishing such facilities as day-care 
centres for single parents and driver 
services for senior citizens. 

But the main target is the 20,000 
long Island Jewish students, about 
half of whom are enrolled at the 
State University at Stony Brook. It 
was near this campus that “Bnal 
Yeshua” missionaries spent shout 
$lm. last year in purchasing a man- 
sion for use as their national head- 
quarters. 

The second of two large mission 
groups operating there la "Jews lor 
Jeans." Criticism by communal 
spokesmen has focused particularly 
on their attempts to misrepresent 
their creed as a fulfilment , of 
Judaism rather than as its repudia- 
tion. 

The missionaries use Hebrew 
words and Jewish symbols emotive- 
ly in their brochures in ah attempt to 
lull antipathy to the idea of apostasy. 
This led the Long. Island Council of 
Churches earlier this year to issue a . 
statement of concern over alleged 


misrepresentation of religious sym- 
bols by several proselytising groups. 
"Jews for Jesus" countered with a 
defamation suit against the council 
which is to be heard this month. 

Figures are not available on the 
effectiveness of the Christian con- 
versionary efforts, but they are 
believed to have met with relatively 
little success. Evangelical groups' 
claims of 30,000 converts nationwide 
are. Said to be based primarily on 
fund-raisring needs. 

Concern has, however, been ex- 
pressed in the Jewish community 
over possible wider repercussions. 
One of these Is the potential of these 
efforts "for perpetuating a Christian 
view of Judaism as superseded or in- 
valid." Another, conversely, ia "its 
potential for nourishing among. Jews 
an attitude of hostility and 
resentment.” 

More immediately, communal 
leaders have been stung Into an 
awareness of foe need for action to 
promote a stronger sense of Jewish 
Identity. 

■ They believe that a generation of 
parents who balanced secular life- 
modes with warm memories of 
Jewish tradition may now be gazing 
uneasily at children who have ex- 
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perlenced little in foe way of Jewish 
upbringing. 

Nor has an effective counter- 
weight been steadily provided by 
synagogues, increasingly preoc- 
cupied with admittedly vital Issues 
of Jewish survival: support for 
Israel, aid to Soviet Jewry, and con- 
cern over foe communities in Latin 
America, primarily Argentina. 

The result has been Insufficient 
attention to the spiritual needs of foe 
young — win, ironically, are now 
looking for a “rebbe" to help them 
achieve a sense of identity and com- 
munity. 

Some youngsters are seeking a 
solution in the Jewish fold,- by tur- 
ning to the Lnbavltch movement — 
which has an outreach programme 
— or joining religiously-oriented 
havvra communes. 

But concern centres on those who 
fail to find a meaningful place within 
the community. 

“We had better start paying atten- 
tion to our kids first of all," says 
Rabbi Marc H. Tanenbaum. head of 
foe Inter-Re ligioua Affairs Depart- 
ment at the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. He adds: 

"Unless foe young are trained to a 
strong Jewish commitment, not only 
American Jewry but ultimately 
Israel Itself will suffer. And I t hin k 
some Israelis have begun to unders- 
tand this," 

Reflecting this view, he notes, one 
Jewish community federation after 
another has in the last few years 
budgeted Increasing amounts for 
yesfttvof and Jewish education. This 
development has been accelerated 
by recognition that opposition to 
federal funding of religious schools 
imposes a heavier obligation on foe 
community. 

73ie Long Island college scene has 
led some spokesmen to observe that 
youngsters approached by the mis- 
sionary groups are offered "atten- 
tion, love, affection and a feeling of 
importance" — elements that might 
be in ahort supply at home or in the 
community. 
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Army shows mineproof boots

Boots elected with fobm-rubher 
pads, that enable soldiers to step on 
mines without setting them off, were 
among the devices shown to military 
reporters yesterday on foe eve of 
Engineering Corps day. 

The boots were shown off by the 
corps' Tat-Aluf David Lasko, . the 
oldest fat 74) soldier in foe army and 
a prolific inventor of military 
devices. Tat-Aluf Laskov told 
reporters that the boot also protects 
soldiers against mines detonated by 
trip-wires. 

The corps also has a bigger ver- 
sion of these “sappers' shoes." Call- 
ed "sappers’ mattresses," these can 
he placed one next to the other to 
form a bridge for infantrymen. 

The Chief Engineering Officer, 
Tht-Aluf Arye Golan, told reporters 
that his corps has been emphasizing 
the development of means, and foe 


braining of men, to break through 
deep enemy defence networks. 

Tat-Aluf Golan said that ordinary 
Infantrymen cannot break through 
now as they could in the past, and 
soldiers must now be specially train- 
ed and equipped. Accordingly, the 
corps has been enlarged. 

They must also do so quickly. The 
time element has been stressed, 
Golan said, partly because Israel 
may not be allowed, politically, to 
wage a prolonged war, and partly 
because the enemy may surprise her 
as In 1975. 

Other devices developed afford 
soldiers better protection against 
enemy fire. These include a mobile 
fortress which looks like an upside- 
down. cart and another which looks 
like a huge barrel. Eight soldiers can 
squeeze into foe barrel and be safe 
even against direct hits by artillery 
shells, Golan said.

the highlands less than 240 tans, 
from the capital Addis Ababa. 

If Mengixtu falls, a new Ethiopian 
government, whether military or 
civilian. Is very likely to swing back 
toward the West and oust the 
Soviets. This is presumably why 
Moscow has decided that saving 
Mengistu is a “must," even at the 
sizable risk of alienating Somalia. 

But Somali President Mo homed 
Slad Barre has shown no interest yet 
in making a public issue of Somali 
differences with the Soviet Union or 
of pushing them to breaking point. 

“Slad is still very uncertain of foe 
West," said one such diplomat. "He 
does not trust you. Unless be Is sure 
of getting arms from the West he 
cannot afford to break with foe 
Soviets." 

TheU.S., France and Britain have 
now all publicly announced, or told 
Slad privately, that they will provide 
some arms, if only "defensive" ones, 
to Somalia. But that even these three 
Western powers together are ready 
to take over the Soviet military role 
here seems very unlikely. 

Already, both Britain and foe U.S. 
are coming under pressure from pro- 
Western Kenya not to provide arms 
to Somalia, which has claims to Ke- 
nyan as well as Ethiopian territory. 
France, for Its part, la committed to 
maintaining the independence of foe 
Republic of Djibouti, which Somalia 
holds to be rightfully part of foe 
"Greater Somalia" of all Somali- 
speaking peoples in the region. 

Thus, All three Western powers 
confront an embarrassing conflict of « 
Interests in their -regional African 
policies in attempting to help 
Somalia lessen its dependence on foe 
Soviet Union. 

But foe West's conflict of interest 
Is nothing compared to that of the 
Soviet Union In this war-ridden 
region. Moscow will now undoubted- 
ly press for, and may even seek to 
impose, a compromise solution It 
feels both Ethiopia and Somalia 
should be able to live with In an ef- 
fort to straddle their territorial dis- 
pute and salvage its Interests In both 
countries. 


But. Siad Barre may now be under 
too much political pressure at home 
to accept a compromise. Certainly 
he will not be disposed to save 
Mengistu, whom he regards and 
calls publicly a bloodthirsty 
murderer unworthy of support by 
any Socialist country, just to please 
the Soviets. 

Moscow and Mogadishu thus 
appear to be on a direct collision 
course over foe Ogaden and that 
may eventually cost foe Soviets 
dearly In their latest African gam- 
ble. Perhaps only a natural 
stalemate In the fighting short of a 
total Somali victory can now offer a 
way out of the impasse looming in 
Sovlet-Somali relations.

Marine Officers

HAIFA. — The Marine Officers 
Union yesterday informed the 
Histadrut that they would start a 
strike if the shipping companies did 
not meet their demand for advances 
on the new labour contract. The un- 
ion said they would start foe strike 
when the mandatory “cooling off" 
period is completed In 12 days. 

Negotiations for the new con- 
tracts, for both the officers and 
seamen, were suspended last week, 
pending a Treasury decision on in- 
come tax rates for the seamen, who 
have not yet been included in the tax 
reform. 

The officers are demanding that 
foe companies pay Its members 
monthly advances until the contract 
Is sighed. The Shipowners Associa- 
tion countered with an offer for one 
lump stun advance. 

The association also rejected foe 
size of the union demand as un- 
reasonable, resulting in the officers 
declaring a labour dispute.

TEL AVIV. — The number of 
prescriptions supplied in Kupat 
Holim clinics has dropped by 
between 10 and 40 per cent In 
different clinics since the sick fund 
began charging its patients a 
nominal fee Z0 days ago, foe Kupat 
Holim spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

The central committee yesterday 
heard reports from foe different dis- 
tricts on charging ILL for each 
prescription. Several pharmacists 
reported that patients, on learning 
that they were being given 
medicines similar to those they 
already bad, declined to pick up the 
new prescriptions. Several doctors 
reported a decrease in the 
"pressure" by patients to prescribe 
medicines. 

A survey of clinics to Ashkelon, 
Beersheba and Arad revealed that 
moat patients had learned how to use 
the machines which dispensed ILL 
receipts, although there were oc- 
casional difflcultuies. 

Kupat Holim hopes to collect 
ZLOOm. a year by charging the ILL 
fee, and also to save H35m- by 
reducing foe number of prescrip- 
tions written, the spokesman said.

Total Rhodesian electorate: 93,000

SALISBURY, Rhodesia (UPI). — 
Rhodesians go to the polls August 31. 
but only some 93.000 persons in this 
country of 6.6 million will be allowed 
to cast ballots. 

Prime Minister Ian Smith ordered 
the elections two years ahead of 
schedule, asking the mostly white 
electorate for a mandate to pursue a 
majority rule settlement whiles 
could live with. 

He says the elections will show 
Britain that white Rhodesia is not as 
weak and d ivided as it looks and does 
not have to accept an "unfair 0 
settlement. 

Smith's critics say he ordered the 
elections in an attempt to oust from 
office the 12 members of parliament 
who rebelled against his majority 
rule commitment and are now in the 
newly- formed Rhodesia Action Par- 
ty. which is opposed to majority rule 
of any sort. 

The elections coincide with Anglo- 


American efforts to bring majority 
rule to Rhodesia by 197S on the basis 
of universal adult suffrage. 

Rhodesia, according to the 1976 
census. Is inhabited by 0.3rn. blacks, 
273,000 whites. 22.000 coloureds 
(mixed race! and 10,000 Asians. 
Currently, for the purpose of voting, 
as well as compulsory military ser- 
vice, mulattoes and Asians are con- 
sidered "Europeans." or whites. 

Eligible to vote in the forthcoming 
elections are some 83,000 
"Europeans" and nearly 7,000 
blacks, or about 0.1 per cent of the 
total black community. 


Voting rights at present are given 
to persons over 21 years old on the 
basis of educational achievement, 
income and property ownership. 

To vote, a "European" must have 
had at least four years of secondary 
education and either an annual In- 
come of no less than 1,360 Rhodesian 
dollars IIL25.000) or immovable 
property in Rhodesia worth at least 


Young: Apartheid menaces 
U.S-South Africa ties 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (Reuter). 
The U.S. will have increasing dif- 
ficulty in maintaining relations with 
South Africa If apartheid continues, 
U.S. Ambassador to the UN Andrew 
Young said here. 


Young told a press conference on 
Saturday that South African Prime 
Minister John Vorster had been told 
that the U.S. was opposed to 
apartheid and would do nothing 
through their relationship with South 
Africa to prop up apartheid. 

"As these (apartheid) policies per- 
sisted. it would be more and more 
difficult for the U-S. to maintain any 
relationship with the South African 
government," he said. 


Young met journalists after a four- 
hour meeting with Prime Minister 
Michael Manley, which was the 
highlight of his two-day visit here, hia 
first stop in a 10-nation tour of coun- 
tries bordering on the Caribbean. 

During their discussions, Manley 
explained Jamaican problems, 


politics and economic inter- 
relationships. Young said he inter- 
preted American political realities. 

Young denied that his visit was in 
any way an atonement far alleged. 
CIA intervention in Jamaica to try to 
destabilize the country. 

"As far as any agency being In- 
volved in attempts to destabilize the 
Caribbean in recent years, I have not 
had anything that I consider hard 
evidence." he said. This did not 
mean that some non-governmental 
forces were not at work in the area, 
he added. 

He stressed that one of the conse- 
quences of the arrival of the Carter 
administration Ln the White House 
had been a determination not to in- 
tervene in attempts to overthrow 
governments "whether we like them 
or not." 

At least part of what he called the 
panic about CIA Involvement ln 
Jamaica prior to last December's 
elections had been caused by 
Jamaicans in the U.S., he said. 


Volcano erupts on 
Japanese island

TOKYO (APi. — The Mount Usu 
volcano continued belching smoke 
and raining ashes on towns and rich 
farmlands on Japan's northernmost 
Island of Hokkaido, meteorologists 
reported yesterday. 

The scientists said there were 
three more minor eruptions after the 
initial blast early yesterday. 

The Meteorological Agency issued 
an alert to the area some 960 kms. 
northeast of Tokyo. At least 4,200 
residents had been evacuated to 
safer public facilities as the minor 
tremors rocked the rural area. 
Thex^e were no reports of casualties. 

‘‘Ashes are still falling, and we are 
'duiniaving minor tremors every five 
to ten minutes. Rooftops are all 
white, covered with the snow-like 
ashes." a telephone operator 
reported. 

The first eruption of the day jolted 
the area at 9 :12 a.m., fallowing more 
than 1,500 minor tremors since early 
Saturday. The explosion spewed 
ashes, pebbles and black smoke as 
high as 12,000-metres. 

The Meteorological Agency said 
this was the 10th eruption of the 
volcano since 1611. The volcano was 
last active from 1943 to 1945. 


SANTA MONICA, California 
(Reuter). — Film director Roman 
Polanski will risk both his freedom 
and his career today when he pleads 
guilty to a charge involving sex with 
a 13-vear-old girl, court sources said 
yesterday. 

The sources said they thought 
Polanski. 43, has only a slim chance 
of escaping a jail sentence that could 
range between one and fifty years. 

Polanski, director of "Chinatown" 
and "Rosemary's Baby" and hus- 
band of the murdered actress Sharon 
Tate... is charged with - sexually 
assaulting the girl after a photo- 
taking session at actor Jack 
Nicholson's house on March 10. 
Nicholson, a friend of Polanski's, 
was out of town. 

The six counts against Polanski 
are furnishing a drug to a minor, a 
lewd or lascivious act with a girl un- 
der 14. unlawful sexual intercourse, 
rape by use of a drug, perversion and 
sodomy.

JEDDAH. — Saudi Arabia and Lux- 
embourg yesterday agreed to es- 
tablish diplomatic relations. The 
agreement was reached ln talks in 
Saudi Arabia’s summer capital, 
Taef, between Luxembourg Prime 
Minister Gaston Thorn and Saudi 
Arabia's Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud al-Falsal.

— Two Rumanian 
members of a folk song group 
visiting West Germany asked for 
political asylum yesterday, a 
spokesman for an international 
festival here announced.

All women, other than those 
married under a tribal system allow- 
ing polygamy, may vote if their 
husbands qualify. 

Official figures show that in 1976 
there were 120.000 whites employed, 
each earning an average yearly 
salary of R85.5S3 or approximately 
IL90.000. 

The figures showed 926,000 black 
wage earners — or about 37 per cent 
of the black adult population — ear- 
ning approximately RS516.60 (IL8,- 
370) a year. 

Government officials say hun- 
dreds more blacks would be eligible 
to register for the vote if they 
registered their earnings and paid 
income tax. 

Existing legislation provides for 50 
white seats and 16 black seats in the 
House of Assembly, the law-making 
body of the land. Half the 16 are con- 
tested in direct election and the other 
half before tribal electoral colleges. 

Existing legislation, which would 
be amended as part of a settlement, 
does not provide for majority rule 
but would give blacks as many 
parliament seats as whites. 

Black parliamentary representa- 
tion can rise, but to qualify for just 
two more parliament seats, blacks 
would have to be paying 24 per cent 
of the total amount of income tax 
paid. At present blacks pay less than 
1.5 per cent of the country's Income 
tax. even though the amount of tax 
paid by blacks has increased 11-fold 
in the past decade. 

At this rate of growth and under 
present laws, it will be more than 100 
years before blacks can obtain 
another two seats.

Muzorewa hints 
Nkomo responsible 


SALISBURY (UPI). — Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa, protected from 
demonstrators by police firing tear- 
gas. yesterday said, "I would not be 
surprised" if the bomb that killed 11 
persons at a downtown Salisbury 
department store on Saturday was 
planted by followers of his rival, 
Joshua Nkomo. 

Muzorewa made the statement at 
a rally in the southwestern city of 
Bulawayo, an Nkomo stronghold, as 
police in Salisbury tried to 
reconstruct the bombing at a crowd- 
ed branch of the British-owned 
Wool worth department store chain. 

A phalanx of about 200 riot 
policemen fired tear-gas at Nkomo 
supporters trying to gate-craah_tb£ 
Muzorewa rally, the bishop's first 
public venture into Bulawayo. It at T 
tr acted about 8,000 persons. 

The military command, 
meanwhile, reported that Rhodesian 
troops killed 24 black nationalist 
guerrillas in the past 48 hours, rais- 
ing to 3,146 the number of Rhodesian 
guerrillas killed in the past five 
years. 

Guerrillas, a communique said, 
have killed a Rhodesian army lance- 
corporal in a clash, “murdered" a 
white building contractor at a mis- 
sion, and ambushed a civilian con- 
voy In eastern Rhodesia on Satur- 
day, injuring one white man. 


BELFAST (Reuter). — British* 
security forces have arrested at 
least 20 republican terrorist suspects 
as part of a massive operation to 

safeguard Queen Elizabeth when she 
arrives here for a two-day visit on 
Wednesday. 

But according to Sinn Fein,- the 
political wing of the Irish Republican 
Army (IRA), many senior terrorist 
leaders have gone underground to 
escape the dragnet. 

The IRA. which fights for British 
withdrawal from the troubled' 
province, has warned it will give the 
Queen a day to remember if she 
comes. Captured documents in- 
dicate the republicans are deter- 
mined to launch a major bomb and 
sniping campaign during the visit. 

With thousands of police and 
soldiers on duty in the province's 
biggest security operation, police 
and army chiefs believe the 
terrorists will resort to bombing 
commercial establishments and 
sniping attacks on troops, rather 
than a direct attack on the monarch 
who will be surrounded by a "ring of 
steel." 

There was also fear the IRA might 
launch a spectacular bombing cam- 
paign on the British mainland to 
snatch the spotlight from the 
Queen's visit. 

After a bombing blitz last Thurs- 
day. when 19 shops were destroyed 
or gutted, six people were hurt 
yesterday when a bomb exploded in 
the Slaeve Donard hotel at Newcas- 
tle, County Down. Two other devices 
were defused by the army. 

Surrounded by a military cordon 
on land, sea and air. Queen 
Elizabeth will remain almost adap- 
tive aboard the royal yacht Britan- 
nia when she arrives here escorted 
by the guided missile destroyer Fife. 

Naval frogmen will swim around 
the yacht to protect it against un- 
derwater assault, home-made mines 


and torpedoes which the IRA says It 
possesses. 

The Queen's movements and the 
location of the yacht have been kept 
secret and all areas that she visits 
after being airlifted from the royal 
yacht by helicopter — will be sealed 
off at least 12 hours in advance. 

In a surprise move this week-end 
the Royal Household announced the 
Queen would take her two youngest 
sons. Prince Andrew. 17, and Prince 
Edward, 13. with her to Belfast. 

Britain has ordered a total of 32.- 
000 regular troops, and has put rein- 
forcements. militia, police and 
security forces on alert for the two- 
day visit. 

Her yacht, the Britannia, sets sail 
for northern Ireland today, escorted 
by a Royal Navy gulded-missile 
destroyer. Thousands of soldiers, are 
already patrolling the province's 
coastline against possible terrorist 
attack when the Britannia arrives in 
Belfast Loch on Wednesday. 


ADDIS ABABA. — Admitting that 
Somali forces had captured parts of 
its territory, Ethiopia for the second 
straight day yesterday warned that 
the war on the Horn of Africa could 
spread unless the insurgents quickly 
withdrew. 

A special border mediation com- 
mission of the Organization of 
African Unity (OAU) adjourned Its 
deliberations in Gabon untQ at least 
today, with Somalia demanding the 
Inclusion of the Western Somali 
. Liberation Front (WSLF) in any 
talks. 

Ethiopia will totally reject that de- 
mand. diplomatic sources said. 

Ethiopia yesterday reported that 
its forces had beaten off attacks by 
Somali insurgents at a town 240 km. 
from Addis Ababa. 

The Ethiopian news agency, in a 
dispatch received here, said 38 
Somali troops were killed as Ethio- 
pian forces repulsed attacks ' on 
Thursday and Friday at the town of 
Adaba. ln the mountains of Bale

— Demonstrations 
erupted lu this French provincial 
town yesterday after eight defen- 
dants, mostly West Germans, were 
given prison sentences of between 
one and six months for taking part in 
a violent anti-nuclear protest last 
Sunday. 

Fbur others were acquitted on 
charges. of creating public disorder 
during the protest in which one man 
died and more than 100 people were 
injured. 

There were howls of derision from 
about l.QQQ sympathisers who 
gathered in the main square near the 
town’s courthouse to hear the ver- 
dicts. 

Riot police took up positions both 
inside and outside the court, ready to 
fend off any attack on the building. 
But police said there was no disorder 
as the demonstrators began 
marching through the Rhone valley 
town. , 

Th e 12 accused — seven West Ger- 
mans. three French and two Swiss, 
aged between 19 and 30 — were 
arrested in the wake of the 
demonstration at nearby Creys- 
MalviUe, site of France's first fast- 
breeder nuclear reactor. 

French Interior Minister Christian 
Bonnet had declared that the 
violence was caused by foreign 
anarchists. But the Socialist 
member of parliament for nearby 
Vienne, Louis Mermaz, 'described 
the court’s vezyiict as "a parody of 
justice." 


Cambodia attacks 
oh border patrol 
charged by Thai 
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PARIS (UPI). — Seven in- 
dustrialized and seven oil-producing 
nations have agreed to set up a loan 
fund of about $iOb. to ball out coun- 
tries struggling with heavy balance 
of payments deficits due to costly oil 
Imports. 

The fund, known to economists as 
the Wltteveen Facility after the 
International Monetary Fund's 
managing director, Johannes Wltte- 
veen of the Netherlands, was agreed 
on Saturday night at the end of a 
nine-hour meeting organized by the 
IMF and attended by finance 
ministers and heads of national 
banks of the 14 nations concerned. 

Wltteveen told a news conference 
after the meeting at Paris’ Inter- 
national Conference Centre that the 
Industrialized countries will put up 
about 35.265b.. while the oil produc- 
ing nations will contribute about 
84 .27b. He described the meeting as 
"very successful.” 

"The industrial nations coming up 
with a higher share was a wish ex- 
pressed strongly by the oil exporting 
countries, and the Industrialized 
countries agreed," Wltteveen said. 

| “There was no need to be dogmatic 
as long as it was approximately 
equal shares." 

Saudi Arabia is to be the biggest 
donor, with an undertaking to 


provide 82.515b. toward the fund. 

The U.S. led . the Industrialised 
countries, proposing to provide 
81.69b. 

Of the Industrialized nations, West 
Germany agreed to provide 81-228b., 
Japan 81.053b., Switzerland 8760.5m., 
Canada 8234m., Belgium Si 75m. and 
the Netherlands 8117m. 

For the oil producing nations, other 
proposed contributions were: l Iran 
8819m.. Venezuela 858m.. Qatar 
8H7m. and the United- Arab 
Emirates to 8351m. 

Wltteveen stressed that the con- 
tributions still had to be approved by 
home governments and that Kuwait 
and Nigeria were unable to offer fix- 
ed sums without consulting their 
cabinets. 

In Kuala Lumpur. Japan yester- 
day pledged to consider favourably a 
request from five Southeast A~lan 
countries for 81b. in aid for five ma- 
jor industrial projects. 

A joint communique after talks 
there said Prime Minister Takeo 
Fukuda also expressed readiness to 
help Indonesia. Malaysia, the Philip- 
pines, Singapore and Thailand in- 
crease their exports to Japan. 

Measures would Include further 
examination of demands from the 
five members of the Association of 
South-Blast Asian Nations (ASEAN) 


for removal or relaxation of trade 
barriers, which they say are hinder- 
ing their sales of products other than 
raw materials to Japan. 

Earlier Australia offered the five 
South-East Asian countries an extra 
890m. in aid, but turned down their 
requests for removal of protectionist 
trade barriers, informed sources 
said. The moves came in talks today 
between prime minister Malcolm 
Fraser and fhe leaders of the 
Association of South-East Aslan 
Nations (ASEAN). The ASEAN 
members — Indonesia, the Philip- 
pines, Malaysia, Singapore and 
Thailand — have strongy criticised 
Australia's protectionist barriers 
affecting their exports, particularly 
textiles.

Forest fires raging across western U.S. 


BOISE, Idaho (AF). — Fresh crews 
of 1,200 firefighters were brought ln 
on Saturday night to help exhausted 
teams, fighting forest fires raging 
across six states in western America, 

Firefighters in the region have 
battled at least 900 fires in the past 
two weeks, and about 75 new 
lightning-started fires were reported 
on Saturday, said Joe Nadolski, 
spokesman for the Federal 
Interagency Fire Centre here. 

As of yesterday, an estimated 600 
square kilometres of timber and 


brush were burning ln the West 
Northwest, the centre said. In 
Alaska, an additional 1.5 million 
acres (6 million dunams), or nearly 
2,200 square miles, were burning, the 
centre estimated. 

The centre, run by fhe Forest Ser- 
vice and the.Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment, estimated that by last night It 
would have moved more than 4,000 
firefighters into the region since 
August 1. That Is ln addition to state 
forces, as ln California which has 
about 9,000 men fighting fires.

The moshav, which grows 
glasshouse tomatoes for export, has 
now completed its first full produc- 
tion season. “It was not the most 
successful tomato crop Israel has 
ever seen,” moshav secretary 
Moshe A vino am told this reporter 
recently. “Land conditions here are 
not similar to other glasshouse 
settlements and we didn't receive 
proper agricultural guidance about 
growing tomatoes In sand. Conse- 
quently we only reached about GO per 
cent of the average yield per 
glasshouse dunam.” 

“Another factor is that our 
processing centre la located near 
Moshav Ugda In the Rafah Ap- 
proaches. That means trucking the 
fruit about 40 kilometres and many 
tomatoes were hurt or damaged 
on the way. Our export totals were 
way down,” Avinoaxn said. 

The settlers hope these problems 
are only temporary as they are to be 
Joined by at least three other 
moshavim and a regional centre. All 
are scheduled to become part of the 
Southern Project of settlement. 

■ Stuart and Anita Tucker, the only 
Ekigllsh-speaking family in the new 
moshav, came here with their family 
from Beersheva where Stuart had 
been employed as a biology teacher. 
"I was really bored with my job and 
felt the need to do something 
physical,” Stuart told me. “When we 
heard about this new settlement we 
decided to grab at the opportunity.” 

“The first night we spent here 
Stuart was on reserve duty,” Anita 
recalled. “I was pretty- scared and. 


crawled into bed with, the kids. 
Gradually we began to come Into 
contact with the local Arabs and we 
have found them to -be extremely 
pleasant. We’ve begun shopping in 
their Mores and have Invited them to 
ouir homes. And now we've asked a 
local teacher to come and give us 
Arabic lessons/* 

Like Sde Nitzan, the first 
glasshouse moshav, Nezer Hazard Is 
baaed on family work schedules and, 
as a matter of principle, does not 
hire labour from the surrounding 
villages. Anita told me that she 
pitches in and helps her husband 
with the hot, tiring work on the 
plants. 

Th e new moshav also has a special 
problem because it is composed of 
religious families. “When the plants 
move from flower to fruit, they need 
treatment every day. We cant work 
on Shabbat, so the lack of automa- 
tion hurts us. We want to develop 
automated watering and fertilizing 
as well as shading -to keep a constant 
temperature,” the settlers in- 
dicated. 

What’s going to happen to this first 
civilian settlement if the Gaza Strip 
ever becomes a part of some kind of 
Pales t inian state? 

"We came here," Stuart replies, 
“because we believe that we are liv- 
ing on a part of the Promised Land 
as described in the Bible. We expect 
to . continue to live here as a Jewish 
settlement in the midst of Arab 
villages . much like the Jewish 
settlements in parts of Galilee.”

Women in men’s roles may face 
unsightly hormones — and hair

LONDON (Ofxxs). — “Are Women 
Becoming Men?” screamed an alar- 
mist headline in the British popular 
press last month, and the respec- 
table dallies followed suit in more 
sombre tone. The story concerned a 
Cambridge professor. Dr. Ivor Mills, 
who claimed In an Interview that 
women suffering stress were likely 
to become hairy and sexually 
demanding. 

Professor Mins said that an in- 
creasing number of women in their 
twenties were appearing at his clinic 
and at others all over Britain with 
extensive hair on their breasts and 
abdomen and with excess facial 
hair. The case of an alarming soun- 
ding teacher called Margaret was 
quoted : she had developed a high sex 
drive and had to shave daily. 

The cause of thia sort of unfor- 
tunate development, the professor 
claimed, was the stress that women 
are increasingly subjected to both in 
the borne and mare particularly in 


traditional hlgh-stress occupations 
such as management. The instru- 
ment of this transformation was 
testosterone, the male hormone 
which is produced in small amounts 
in women by the adrenal glands, 
which are also the ones that become 
active In times of stress. 

Hie story was a male chauvinist's 
dream. What more convincing proof 
was required that women were just 
not suited to some occupations, that 
those who transgressed such natural 
laws were punished by being turned 
from Jekyll-like smoothness into 
hairy Hydes? Research, however, 
revealed a more complex picture. 

An endocrine researcher at a Lon- 
don teaching hospital said: “I see a 
lot of hairy women, but when talking 
about increases there are two points 
to remember. First, our knowledge 
of hormones has improved vastly in 
the past two or three years. Doctors 
are now referring cases of hir- 
suteness to us for treatment where 
they wouldn't have bothered before 


because there Is now often 
something that we can do. Secondly, 
the standard of hairlessness set by 
the cosmetic industry Is abnormally 
high. 

"Many of my cases are women 
from Mediterranean countries who 
are naturally more hairy. They don't 
worry about it at home but here they 
are made to feel uncomfortable 
about it.” 

‘ At the Chelsea Hospital for 
Women, Dr. Jeff coal pointed out that 
being hirsute was stressful in itself 
making it difficult to say whether 
women had more testosterone 
because they were hirsute or vice 
versa. He went on, “Tou have to take 
into account racial differences also. 
A lot of Mediterranean women have 
the same testosterone levels as 
northern ones yet in some way they 
are more sensitive to it and are far 
more hairy. On the other hand orien- 
tal women don't produce very much 
hair at all. even with quite high 
levels of the hormone.” 


The problems of purchasing property 


IN SOME countries it maybe easy to 
buy property. Israel is not one of 
them. The purchase of an apartment 
here can be fraught with frustration 
and risk, whether it he a second- 
hand one or brand new. 

As there can be even more com- 
plications involved in buying a 
second-hand apartment than a new • 
one, Jet .us atairt off with that. 

After you have found a flat to your 
liking,. fhe very first thing to do.ls to 
ask the owner for the block and 
parcel number of the plot on which 
the building stands. This can be 
found on the title deed of the apart- 
ment, which should be hi the posses- 

skm of the owner. 

" “Once armeffwlth this information, 
go to the local Land Registry Office 
— commonly known as the Tabu — 
and ask for an extract of the relevant 
registration. The current fee for this 
is HAS. This extract will reveal 
clearly whether the apartment Is 
genuinely owned by the would-be 
seller, whether it is in any way en- 
cumbered (by a mortgage, for ex- 
ample, or an attachment order) or 
whether there are any restrictions 
against its being sold to a third par- 
ty- 

If the apartment is In a develop- 
ment area or in a new district which 
has not yet been parcel] ate d and 
registered, then the correct address 
for finding out its true ownership is 
generally the local Lands Ad- 
ministration Office (ilinhal 
MTcarkabt in Hebrew). It should he 
remembered that property 
registered with the Lands- Ad- 
ministration cannot, in general, he 
transferred from one owner to 
another without the consent of the 
Administration, obtainable against a 
fee. 

However enamoured of the apart- 
ment of your choice you may be, do 
not on any account make any ad- 
vance payment on It until you have 
taken thin preliminary, essential 
step of establishing whether the 
seller Is entitled to sell it to you. 
Remember that the story about the 
sale of the Brooklyn Bridge is not 
purely apocryphal. 

Once you are satisfied on this 
score, then you can start negotiating 
the contract of. purchase. Within 
seven days of the signing of this con- 
tract, notice of the transaction must 
be given to the Land Betterment Tax 
authorities. They will then fix the 
land betterment tax (mas shevach) 
to be paid, if indeed there be such. 
(No tax Is levied on an apartment 
which serves the seller as a perma- 
nent dwelling). The betterment tax 
authorities will also fix the registra- 
tion fee (known nowadays as tosefet 
mas in Hebrew) which is payable 
when p rop e rt y changes hands. The

betterment tax is payable by the 
seller and the registration fee by the 
purchaser. 

If the extract from the Land 
Registry (or the registration with 
the Lands Administration) reveals 
that there is a mortgage on the 
apartment, then another 
preliminary step must be taken 
before signing any contracts and 
making any down payments: you 
must find out which. bank holds the 
mortgage (Tefahot, Mortgage Bank, 
etc) and then ask the bank if they 
will approve the sale. They will only 
do so if the mortgage has been dis- 
charged or if they agree to transfer it 
to you as the potential purchaser of 
the apartment (which 1s a rather 
complicated business). 

Before the sale can be completed, 
certificates must he obtained from 
the municipal tax authorities and the 
Government property tax depart- 
ment to the effect that the taxes on 
the apartment for the whole of the 
current fiscal year have been paid 
and that they, therefore, agree to the 
sale. 

In the event of the apartment 
belonging to a foreign national, 
approval of the sale - must also he ob- 
tained from the Controller of 
Foreign Currency, in the Ministry of 
Finance. 

It is also eminently advisable to 
check with the Electric Corporation 
and the municipal water department 
whether hack payments have not 
been neglected. Do not accept 
receipts showing that the latest ac- 
counts haye been paid as proof 
positive that there are no outstan- 
ding electricity and water debts. 
Failure to do this can entail the un- 
pleasant prospect of having your 
electricity or water cut off one fine 
day, after you have already settled 
Into your new apartment. 

In the light of all these potential 
complications and the endless 
possibilities of something going 
wrong, the best advice for anyone 
contemplating the purchase of an 
apartment is to engage a lawyer 
■right from the very beginning and 
save tired feet and a lot of heartache. 


This will naturally cost money, but It 
will be money well-spent. That it will 
also be money well-earned by the 
lawyer is manifest from the 
above short description of the 
operations involved In the deceptive- 
ly simple decision to buy a second- 
hand apartment. 

And all the more is It advisable to 
engage a lawyer when buying on 
apartment directly from a contrac- 
tor. For then It is a matter of con- 
frontation with the contractor, each 
aide trying to get the best of the 
bargain. You are bound to come off 
second-best If you try to pit your 
bargaining skill against that of so old 
a band at the game as a building con- 
tractor.

GARDENERS’ CORNER/Walter Frankl 

Rocks are the easy part 
of an Israeli rock garden 


IF YOU HAVE decided to try your 
hand at a rock garden, you will find 
the rocks easier to come by here 
than the plants. Israel does not have 
many of the alpine plants found 
abroad and not ail the seeds offered 
by foreign seedfinns (even if they 
can be imported) are suited to our 
soil and climatic conditions. Even if 
we add peat, compost, etc to make 
the soli suitably acid, our high 
summer temperature is a mortal 
enemy. 

Gentian and edelweiss just die in 
the summer here and Uiy of the 
valley (convallaria) degenerates 
after one. or at the most two. grow- 
ing seasons. Oddly enough. Euro- 
pean cyclamen do quite well, con- 
tinuing to produce fine, and very 
fragrant pink flowers — in August. It 
is a pity that seed importers have not 
done more to bring alpine plants 
here and give our nurserymen a 
chance of trying to cultivate them 
under local conditions. 

In the meantime, we must be 
realistic and use what we can find. 
There is indeed quite a variety. Here 
are some of the plants to look for. 
Achillea (yarrow). A perennial 
creeper with silvery leaves and 
white or red daisy-like flowers. The 
fcrn-Hkc leaves remain on the 
ground and the flower stems reach a 
height of about 20 cm. This is also a 
medicinal plant and its dried leaves 
are used as a remedy for gastric 
troubles. It is propagated by 
runners. 

African daisy tdiarphotheca). An 
annual which flowers in pastel 
colours of white, yellow, orange and 
beige. It grows to 3 Ocm in height and 
is propagated by planting. 

Aqtdlegia (columbine). A perennial 
with nicely shaped leaves (the old 
ones dark green and the younger 
ones light green) and beautiful 
flowers in different colours. Grows 
well in part shade and blooms from 
May to June. (Cut off all dry and 
ugly-lookiog seed pods and flower 
stems.) Height 25cm, propagation 
by planting. 

Campanula (Canterbury bells) 
There are charming dwarf kinds, 
suitable for rockeries. Some are an- 
nuals and some biennials. They like 
little shade. Their colours are blue, 
white and pink. Propagation by 
plants. 

Gazanla. A creeper whicb produces 
a perennial flowering carpet. It 
makes a dramatic show with white, 
yellow, orange and purple flowers, 
opening in bright sunshine only. 
Height, 10-12 cm. Propagation by 
rooted runners or stem cutting. 
Geranium (pelargonium — 
cranesbill). “Mme. Salleron,” a 
dwarf perennial plant with reddish 
flowers and decorative white and 
green leaves. Propagation by cut- 
tings. 

Gypsophlla. The low-growing or 
trailing kinds are Ideal for rock gar- 
dens. They are easily grown in well 
drained -soil. 4n a -sunny location. 
They are annuals and flower (dozens 
of little flowers on a single afem)/in 
white or pink. Propagation by 
plants. 

Lavender cotton (santolina) A 
frag ant low-growing grey shrub with 
yellow flowers. Improves with 
regular shearing. Perennial. 
Propagation by cuttings. 

Lobelia. A low-growing (10 - 12cm) 
annual. Small bright blue flowers, 
long-lived in summertime. Sow 
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Grasses are highly decorative in 
rock gardens. 


directly In the rockery and thin out 
later. 

Linum (flax t. A char ming annual of 
graceful slender growth. Flowers (20 
• 25cm high ) in carmine or light blue. 
Propagation by direct sowing or 
planting. 

Portnlaca. An annual with fleshy, 
succulent leaves and flowers in all 
colours of the rainbow. It creeps on 
the soil and quickly forms mul- 
ticoloured carpets. (5-1 Ocm high) 
Propagation by direct sowing or 
planting. 

Ajuga. A low creeping perennial 
plant with dark green and purple 
leaves and blue flowers. (20cm 
high). Propagation by runner cut- 
tings. Grows well in half-shade. 

Silene. One of the most satisfactory 
rock annuals. Low flowering 
cushions of red, pink and blue 
flowers. Propagation by planting. 
Sweet alyssum. Annual. Forms 
cushions of white, pink or purple 
flowers. Very attractive between 
rocks. Best sown directly into the 
ground and later thinned out. Height 
— 10cm. 

Rosemary. The dwarf variety creeps 
in all directions, covering ground 
and rocks. Attractive all the year 
round with bright green narrow 
leaves and a cluster of lavender blue 
flowers. A perennial, propagated by 
cuttings. Is also used as a kitchen 
herb. 

Bulbs. By planting small varieties of 
bulbs in the autumn you will have 
colour in your rock garden in spring 
and early summer. Sow the bulbs in 
small clumps of five to 10. (Dwarf 
tulips, grape hyacinths (muscarii), 
anemones, crocuss, ranunculi, 
freesias, cyclamen, ixia, spar axis, 
oxalis, dwarf irises (reticulata) , etc. 

Succulents and cacti. Succulents ore 
very much admired as rockery 
plants. All low growing kinds .of 
eras aula, sempervivum, sedum and 
mesembryanthemura are suitable. 
All succulents and cacti are 
propagated by cuttings. 

Grasses. Perennial, ornamental 
grasses, like pampas grass, are very 
attractive for rockeries. They are 
grown from seed and decorate the 
rockery for a long time. They in- 
crease rapidly from self-sown 
seedlings and have to be thinned out 
frequently.

DESPITE the flood of Beethoven 
programmes provided by the Israel 
Festival, this all-Mozart programme 
attracted an overflow audience to 
the Targ Music Centre. In view of the 
excessive heat, concentration and 
receptivity could not be expected 
either from the audience or the ex- 
ecutants,' but good old Mozart gave 
enough melodious and playful 
stimulus to satisfy not too dis- 
criminating listeners. Best in the 
programme was Cilia Groasmeyer, 


who never lets her audience down; 
her voice sounded fresh, her inter- 
pretation clear. Her personal ap- 
proach is always a pleasure to 
behold. 

Wendy Eisler chose a very early 
piece — K.lS (which in my catalogue 
appears as “Sonata for Plano, Violin 
and Violoncello**) — and another two 
pieces of not too Ingenious Inspira- 
tion. to which she did not add 
anything of her own. The duo- 
pianists. too, sounded rather tired 
and did not perform more than per- 
functorily; a lot of lovely music was 
passed over In routine readings, but, 
probably, one cannot demand the 
same output of top performances on 
a summer night with a record 
temperature. But Mozart can sur- 
vive even sizzling heat and wilted ar-

SUCCESS AND FAILURE

THESE TWO CONCERTS included 
some flr.e and enjoyable perfor- 
mances but also a few sad failures. 
The opening trio did not fare badly, 
despite Mr. Bregman's husky and 
tin-like sound and Miss Salzman's 
romantic excesses at the piano. But 
the piano quartet (Op. 16) was an out- 
spokenly pleasant surprise. The four 
musicians presented a thoroughly 
worked-out performance in which 
Mr. Murvitz was a very fine leader 
and the three strings created an 
energetic, vital but at the same time 
extremely well balanced sound, 
which blended well with Miss Salz- 
man's rich and musically absorbing 
piano part. 

The highlight of the first concert 
was, however, the beautiful Septet. 
Excluding a few unpleasant sur- 
prises in the horn part, the Septet 
was a most laudable achievement 
which not only showed a con- 


siderable investment of work in 
preparation, but also an Inspired 
spontaneity of the moment. Mr. Mur- 
vitz bore the full burden of the 
demanding volin part and acquitted 
himself remarkably well in all the 
six movements. His playing was 
musically rich but never lost its 
chamber- music quality. Especially, 
rewarding was the beautiful Adagio 
cantabile. in which the melody was 
marvellously passed from one in- 
strument to the other, creating a 
closely knit, though also pleasantly 
relaxed sequence of highly conse- 
quential phrases. 

The second concert was much less 
inspiring. A flute sonata from the 
year 1792, whose origin is still very 
much in doubt, was played with 
fluency and feeling for style and 
character by Mr. Shoham.but was of 
little interest. Nor did the three part 
Suite for mechanical organ, arrang- 
ed by Mr. Rechtman for woodwind 
quintet, rovlde much stimulation. 
The rather inaignif leant horn sonata, ' 
hastily written by Beethoven for a 
certain Giovanni Punto a day before 
it was to be performed, failed com- 
pletely because of a most surprising 
weakness on Mr. Rimon’s part. 'Hie 
only piece which provided some 
pleasure was the closing quintet for 
piano and woodwind Op.16. The gay 
character of the work was not 
brought out sufficiently well, but the 
excellent solos of the oboe, clarinet 
and bassoon and a very fine piano 
part by Miss Salzman were at least 
some compensation tor the concert's 
mediocrity and the musical pallor of 
its material.

Bank LeumTs new Issue made a 
resounding' debut yesterday in what 
could be termed -as a surging 
market. Hie new Bank Leumi unit 
w as quoted at 370, which In effect 
created a 0.32 per cent yield. The 
figure was five points better than our 
prediction of 385 which appeared In 
last Thursday's edition: Almost 
JU.Sm. of the units changed hands 
yesterday. Simultaneously the new 
Mortgage Sc Development Issue 
came to the market. Much gm aijor jn 
sfee than, that of Bank Leumi, it was 
also quoted at a sizeable premium, 
more than 26 per cent. 

With the two new issues now out of 
the way, vast sums of moneys were 
freed, and apparently a goodly part 
found their way Into the equity 
market. This could be seen from the 
high turnover of just under ILBOm. 
Commercial banks were firm with 
small rises. Union Bank was eight 

better at 503. 

Mortgage bank issues set a sizzl- 
ing pace. General Mortgage was 19 
better at 471. Carmel at 603.5 was 
“buyers only”. Tefahot preferred 
jumped by 23 to 806. The common 
spurted by 47.5 to 805. Agricultural 
Bank was also marked as "buyers 
only" and its price was set at 26S.5. 
Insurance companies were very 
strong. Aryeh moved ahead by 13 to 
992. Hassneh closed at 740. Sahar 
jumped by 60 to 1008. Tzur was the 
only loser In the group as it eased by 
30 to 978. 

Israel Electric Corporation reach- 
ed the 600 mark on a 24 point move.

A "buyers only” situation brought 
the shares to 365. Elite scored a 15 
point advance to 465. The company is 
shortly coming to the market with a 
new financing issue.

'Investments scored a rare "buyer's 
only" and was fixed at 378.

El A1 offering 
Lisbon package

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — A two- 
week package deal for tourists going 
to Portugal will cost Israelis IL8.8S0, 
Yerahmiel Shrem, deputy director- 
general of El Al,Baid last week upon 
his return from Lisbon where he 
negotiated the deal. 

The price Includes travel taxes, 
but does not include the foreign 
currency allowance. 

Hie package, which is only offered 
to groups of ten or more, Includes 
four-star hotels, half board, and 11 
days of sightseeing, both in Portugal 
and Spain. 

“A similar package to England 
would cost at least 1114,000,” the El 
A1 spokesman noted yesterday. He 
added that those who wanted to take 
only the round-trip Lisbon Sight 
would pay IL3.850. 

However, each Israeli tourist bad 
to buy, out of his foreign currency 
allowance, “coupons” valued at $100 
which were good for hotels or 
restaurants only In Portugal. 

The first weekly flight will leave 
on September 4, and the trip, in- 
cluding touching down at Marseilles, . 
Is scheduled to take less than five' 
hours. 

El Alls now working out a similar

tourists, especially pilgrims.

Bank of Israel 
gains from 
fall of dollar

The Bank of Israel made a- $33 m. 
profit from the fall in the value of the-- 
dollar and this accounts for nearly 
all the $35m. increase in Israel's 
foreign currency reserves In July. 

The gain occurred because the 
Bank of Israel holds a considerable 
part of the foreign currency reserves 
in Deutschmarks. 

The Bank of Israel balance sheet 
also shows that the Government in- 
jected ILC02m. Into the economy in 
July. Since the beginning of the year 
the Government has injected HJ .2b. 
According to the recently submitted 
budget, which is now being discussed 
by the Knesset Finance Committee, 
the Government plans to inject a 
total of no more than ILfi.5b. until the 
end of the year.

TEL AVIV. — The Harel Life In- 
surance Company, fanned two years 
ago. increased its premium income 
from JXA.lm. in 1975 to IL7.4m. in 
1976, and hopes to reach IU3m. to 
IU 4m. this year, Melr Hamburger, 
director-general of the company, an- 
nounced last week. Profits increased 
from U292.000 In 1975 to HA30.000 in 
1976, he added. 

Ernst Hamburger, chairman of 
the hoard, pointed out that after ser- 
ving as agents for the Gresham Life 
Assurance Society, Ltd., of Etegland, 
for some 30 years, he decided to 
maintain its responsibility after the 
English company decided to end all

The Hamburger family acquired 
74 per cent of the shares in the newly 
formed Harel Company, with the 
remaining 26 per cent going to the 
Yehuda Life Insurance company, 
which is owned by Avraham Talber.

on inventories

Only 60 out of 264 food wholesalers 
have submitted reports on their 
stocks, which after the price in- 
creases of July 17 became subject to 
a surtax, according to Customs 
Director Yehezkel Aboulaflah. 

The Customs Administration was 
authorized by the Minister of In- 
dustry, Commerce and Tourism to 
check inventories during the night of 
17 July, but decided Instead to accept 
declarations from the wholesalers of 
frozen chicken, soy beans, cot- 
tonseed oil, margarine and hard 
cheese. 

The decision to waive checks by 
customs inspectors and to accept the 
wholesalers’ own declarations was 
taken because of lack of manpower. 
On the night of the price hikes, all 
available inspectors were busy 
checking on petrol stations. 

According to the ordinance issued 
. by Minister Yigael Hurvitz, 
wholesalers will have to pay the sur- 
tax by October 16, but customs of- 
ficials admit privately that there will 
be no way to check whether the 
declarations submitted reflect the 
true state of Inventories held on July 
17. The wholesalers belonging to the 
organized marketing system have 
generally reported on time, while the 
more independent traders are tardy.

Israel's trade balance in the first 
half of 1977 has improved by $l30m.. 
compared with the first half of 1976. 
according to preliminary estimates 
published by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. 

The excess of imports over ex- 
ports, at current prices, in January- 
June was $789m., compared with 
$9l9m. in the same period last year. 
The 15 per cent decline in the trade 
deficit reflects an increase of $ 300m. 
in commodity exports, a rise of 27 
per cent, which was partly offset by 
a $i7im.. or 8 per cent, increase in 
imparts. 

Excluding ships, aircraft and 
diamonds, the trade deficit declined 
by 18 per cent, and most of it was the 
result of higher exports. 

Seasonally adjusted data, 
however, show that the monthly 


level of the trade deficit has remain- 
ed stable since the middle of last 
year. The improvement reflected by 
the data quoted above is therefore 
entirely due to the higher level of ex- 
ports attained by the second half of 
1976, and there has been no further 
change of significance since then. 

The seasonally adjusted data show 
that the level of imports in the first 
half of 1977 was about 5 per cent 
below that of the last quarter of 1976. 
' While imports of durable goods fell 
by 12 per cent in the first five 
months, those of food products, 
footwear and apparel as well as 
other non-durable consumption 
goods went up. 

There was a slight increase in im- 
ports of raw materials and semi- 
manufactures — 4 per cent — but im- 
ports of investment goods fell by 27 
per cent.

Egged’s bua service — or. more 
correctly, the lack of It — Is stunting 
the industrial growth of the Capital, 
according to a high official of the 
Jerusalem Economic Corporation, 
the city’s foremost builder and 
developer of industrial real estate. 

Alan Karp as, JEC's deputy direc- 
tor. told 77ir Jerusalem Post yester- 
day: “Jerusalem is now the coun- 
try's largest population centre. The 
government is eager to firm up the 
city's economic base. Yet one of the 
fundamental factors in economic ac- 
tivity — getting people to and from 
work — is being neglected. In- 
dustrialists keep complaining about 
poor bus service. But nothing 
moves; the complaints fall on deaf 
ears.” 

The Jerusalem Economic Cor- 
poration, a state-owned company, 
since 1948 has been erecting multi- 
purpose industrial premises In seven 
locations zoned for Industry; Mekor 
Baruch. Romeraa, Givat Shanl Bet, 
Talpiot, A tarot, Mishor Adumim 
(popularly known as Ma'ale 
Adumim) and Sanhedrla Science In- 
dustry Park. 

“Right now Mishor Adumim 
seems to be the 'In' place for es- 
tablishing a new or branch plant,” 
said Karp as. “Among the firms 
moving in from the Tel Aviv area are 
a compressor manufacturer, a com- 
pany making oil seals for 
transmissions, a producer of 
hydraulic jacks and a medium-sized 
textile manufacturer.” 

He added: "These are the new- 
comers from the outside. But there 
are also a group of people who mov- 
ed out there about a year ago. They 
did so on principle, to establish a 
Jewish presence in Judea-Sa maria, 
though they continued to hold jobs in 
Jerusalem. Now they are about to es- 
tablish business enterprises of their 
own right in Mishor Adumim. At this 
moment there are plans for a 
detergent plant, a computer service 
bureau, a dairy and two factories — 
one for electric fixtures and the 
other far heal treatment of metals.” 

Ebur large industrial structures by 
Jerusalem Economic Corporation 
are already up there. One is fully oc- 
cupied and the other three will be 
filled in about a month. 

"Regardless of where we build, 
our aim is to permit a manufacturer 
to start producing as fast as 
possible,” Karp as explained. “That 
means we must do more than throw 
up a shell, some retaining walls and 
a roof. First we study the potential 
customers' requirements. After that 
we not only build a suitable structure 
but also provide approach roads, 
sewers, water supply, electric power 
facilities, sidewalks and loading 
ramps. The completed premises are 
then leased with an option to 
purchase. 

“Jerusalem is almost an Ideal 
place for establishing a factory. We 
have a good and stable labour supp- 
ly, the best weather in the country, 
and the government incentives Un- 


der the city's classification as a 
‘development town type B' more 
than compensate for the extra dis- 
tance from the parts. I say ‘almost 
ideal* because of the Egged bus ser- 
vice problem. Service to Atarot is 
terrible, and there is only one bus a 
day to Mishor Adumim. Not 
everybody owns a car, you know.” 

Atarot, on the Jerusalem -Nablus 
highway, has lately become popular 
not only as an industrial site but as a 
bulk-breaking and distribution-and- 
warehousing focus as well. About a 
year ago the Jerusalem Commerce 
Federation — an organization ser- 
ving hundreds of food shops — es- 
tablished a plant there to package 
rice, beans and other bulk com- 
modities in consumer-sized 
packings, in plastic bags. Next Mon- 
day Hamashbir Hamerkazl. the 
Histadrut's wholesale supply firm, 
will movcinto brand new quarters in 
Atarot — built to order by Jerusalem 
Economic Corporation. 

Atarot already has about 40 enter- 
prises operating there, and Givat 
Shaul Bet, a more established site, is 
home of some 80 firms, large and- 
small. The most significant develop- 
ment In Givat Shaul Bet last year 
was completion of stages "C” and 
“D” of the enormous flvestorey 
Saplr Industrial Centre, named for 
the late finance minister. 

The Sapir building already houses 
publishers, printers, clothing 
manufacturers, photo-offset 
platemakers, bookbinders and other 
■industries. Construction of the rest of 
the Saplr edifice, with direct-access 
loading ramps to the first two 
storeys, will probably begin hi 
about six months, depending on the 
rate of occupancy of the two stages 
completed in 1976. 

A survey by the Jerusalem 
Economic Corporation shows that at 
least 239 owners of factories or 
workshops would like to re-locate to 
new quarters. These enterprises 
employ more than 3,000 workers and 
would require almost 80,000 square 
metres of floor space. 

Of 13 industry classifications, 
"paper and printing” predominate 
in the Capital — with 102 plants — 
and “rubber and plastic” is on the 
bottom of the ladder, with only 10 
factories. 

Despite all the efforts at furthering 
Jerusalem's Industrial development, 
statistics continue to indicate a 
steady drop In the ratio of industrial 
to service workers. 

A five-year plan published by the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry 
in March 1969 predicts a decline to 
15.8 per cent by 1980, of industrial ■ 
workers out of the Capital’s total 
labour force. 

The government's "Jerusalem 
Master Plan” foresaw a similar drop 
— to 16.5 per cant — by 1985. 

“Now." says a Jerusalem 
Economic Corporation statistician, 
“we learn that both these pessimistic 
outlooks were not bleak enough. 
Why, at the end of 1975, the ratio of 
Industrial work ers.in J erusalem had . 
already fallen to 12 per cent.” 


700 more hotel rooms slated for Eilat 


If the holders of permits to build 
hotels In Eilat don't use them within 
30 days, the permits will be granted 
to others. Industry, Commerce and 
Tourism Minister Yigal Hurvitz rul- 
ed last week. 

The issue came up at a meeting of 
the Tourism Investment Committee, 
where it was noted that the permits 
had been granted about half a year 
ago and no action had been taken so 


far. Use of the permits would in- 
crease Eilat’s hotel capacity by 
about 700 rooms. 

To ram Blizovsky, deputy director 
general for tourism planning, noted 
that the Red Sea resort now has 
some 1,880 rooms recommended for 
tourists in 18 hotels. Another 300 
rooms are being built. Plans call for 
the additional 700 rooms to be com- 
pleted within two years. 
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Rocking the DMC boat 

THE LEADERSHIP of the Democratic Movement for Change is 
taking heroic steps to prevent the mutual recriminations that 
have broken out between Meir Zorea and Meir Amit and Amnon 
Rubinstein from blowing up into a major split in the party. It is 
too early yet to tell whether these attempts will succeed. 

What is clear, however, is that Mr. Zorea's accusations 
against the other two members of the DMC's negotiating com- 
mittee and their rejoinders represent opposing camps that have 
and are continuing to form in the party. 

For some of the DMC's leaders the decision to stay out of the 
coalition, which they felt constrained to back for appearances 
sake in last week's council, is nothing short of a tragedy for the 
party. These members are psychologically attuned to action 
politics which can only be played out in executive positions in 
government. Mr. Zorea is far from being alone in holding this 
view. He has simply been more impetuous than the others who 
share his position hut not his temperament. 

On the other side of the argument are arrayed the members 
who believe that joining Mr. Begin’s government on the terms 
he has offered would he personally repugnant and would prove 
catastrophic when the DMC faces the voters again. 

There was a general expectation among the politically aware 
public that some sort of Intra-mural fight of this sort would 
eventually break out in the DMC. The surprise is that it erupted 
in public so soon. 

It is also not yet clear whether the adolescent party possesses 
enough internal cement to keep its disparate founding factions, 
and some of the personalities who head them, together now that 
the grey weekdays of party politics have supplanted the heady 
weekend of the elections. 

Certainly the situation that has developed within the DMC is 
tailor-made for Prime Minister Begin although there is no proof 
that that master political tactician has indeed engineered it per- 
sonally. The emergence of the potential split has been hastened 
by Mr. Begin’s playing cat-and-mouse with the inexperienced 
DMC negotiators. 

Does the Prime Minister want the DMC In his Cabinet or does 
he not? This is one of the questions the DMC leaders are dis- 
puting. It would seem most likely that Mr. Begin would like the 
best of two worlds: obtaining the parliamentary support of as 
large a part of the DMC faction as possible but at the same time 
breaking up the party which eventually could become an elec- 
toral threat to his own Likud.

REPORTING THE MACCABIAH 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Perhaps I am in the minori- 
ty since my experience at the 10th 
Maccabiah Games was for the most 
part favourable. Being a freelance 
journalist. I was covering the Mac- 
cabiah for the Mutual Broadcasting 
System, a radio network with more 
than 500 affiliates in the U.S., and I 
must disagree with your Sports 
Reporter, Paul Kohn. on a number of 
points < “Maccabi beats the press" — 
July 261. 

When asking about sportsmen who 
were considering or actually made 
aliya. I was told that the exact 
number was unknown: however. I 
was informed that four unnamed 
athletes decided to stay in Israel and 
not return to their country of origin. 
Their names were not disclosed to 
me due to possible repercussions 
against their returning team-mates, 
but that isn’t the issue; the fact that 
the Maccabiah officials declared 
their ignorance with complete 
straight-forward honesty — that is 
the issue. 

I spent one afternoon covering the 
swimming competition and had no 
difficulty getting to the poolside; in 
fact. I conducted several inteirviews 


with gold medal winners from the 
U.S. while at the pool. The security 
guards were both polite and very 
helpful. 

An evening was spent at Ramat 
Gan Stadium, where once again. J 
had complete access to the various 
participants, especially the 
Americans. The same holds true In 
covering the tennis matches. 

In addition to on-the-spot inter- 
views. I was able to secure inter- 
views with various officials at Kfar 
Hamaccabiah. It is true that a 
special Maccabiah press pass was 
required during the games, but, in 
my judgement, there was sufficient 
time prior to and during the 10th 
Maccabiah to acquire such creden- 
tials. 

In sum. even with certain minor 
irritations like having the press of- 
fice in the basement at Beit Sokolov, 
considering the physical realities of 
Israel combined with the strict 
security precautions that are needed 
for such an event. I think the Mac- 
cabiah organization, in general, 
deserves applause for a job well 
done.

From submissive satellite to loyal ally 


THE advent of a new govern- 
ment in Israel and renewed 
evidence of Arab intransigence 
on the issue of peace in the Mid- 
dle East provide a good oppor- 


tunity for Israel to reestablish its 
special relationship with the U.S. 
which has been permitted to 
erode in the past few years, 
writes Mordecai Abir. 


THE EXPERIENCE of the past 
weeks since Prime Minister Begin's 
visit to Washington would seem to in- 
dicate that the period during which 
Israel ' was on the way to becoming a 
subservient and obedient satellite of 
the U.S. Is over. The role Mr. Begin 
has preferred in its stead Is that of 
loyal ally which was expressed In the 
term "special relationship" used in 
the past to describe the relations 
between the two countries. 

The return to the earlier type of af- 
finity provides a good opportunity to 
recapitulate the gradual erosion of 
the special relationship during the 
past three and a half years. This was 
primarily the result of the twin 
development of an increasing U.S. 

dependence on Arab oil and a con- 
coxoitant growth in Israeli 
dependence on American economic, 
political and military aid. 

It is already common knowledge 
that the “reassessment” of 
America's Middle Eastern policy 
was decided upon at the end of 1974 
and not after Israel broke off its 
negotiations with Dr. Kissinger In 
March 1975. If at first the Ad- 
ministration was still apprehensive 
in regard to the reaction of Zsrael and 
of American Jewry to its new 'even- 
handed' policy, such fear was rapidly 
dispelled when the Rabin govern- 
ment. frightened by its own boldness 
in March, accepted in September the 
Kissinger formula with slight 
cosmetic modifications. Thereafter, 
Israel gradually became an 
American satellite rather than a 
junior ally. This process was enhanc- 
ed by the weakness, and lack of 
credibility and integrity, of the 
Israeli leadership which was fre- 
quently manipulated by the State 
Department. 

Exponents of realpolitlk In 
Washington have long supported a 
Mideast solution based in essence on 
“moderate” Arab demands far in ex- 
cess of Security Council resolution 
242 and completely disregarding 
Israel’s demand for true peace and 
secure borders. It was believed that 
covert pressure balanced by 
economic and military aid or some 
form of American guarantees, In 
carrot and stick fashion, would bring 
the weak Israeli leadership to accept 


such a Pax Americana. Israel’s 
foreign policy by this time, it was 
felt was de facto already dictated by 
Washington and thus Israel was, by 
and large, expected to bow to the 
American demands. 

During last year the views of these 
foreign policy experts and the State 
Department ‘Arabists' were gradual- 
ly adapted by the Carter Administra- 
tion. Due to the continuing deteriora- 
tion of the U.S. energy -situation It 
was generally accepted that U.S. In- 
terests. and theoretically those of 
Israel, necessitated a quick settle- 
ment of the Arab-Laraeli conflict by 
the restoration ' of the “occupied 
territories" and the creation of a 
Palestinian state. 

No longer worried by a confronta- 
tion with Israel. Washington was 
even unwilling to listen to the argu- 
ment that such a “settlement" could 
prove detrimental to the very ex- 
istence of Zsrael. Some Jewish 
leaders in the U.5., due to the 
weakness of Israel's leaders and the 
repeated scandals surrounding 
them, also began to question Israel’s 
policy and demanded a right to par- 
ticipate in policy decisions which 
affected Israel and the Jewish peo- 
ple. This new mood was reflected in 
the Brookings report and In articles 
published . by scholars-pollticians 
such as Brzezinski and Quandt. 
George Balls’s article in “Foreign 
Affairs” of April 1977 "Bow to save 
Israel despite itself ” only gave 
' cynical expression to what the others 
were writing and saying more cir- 
cumspectly. 

The tactless way in which the 
Carter Administration handled 
Israel contributed to the electoral 
“earthquake" here. This attitude of 
the president's foreign affairs ad- 
visers reflected their lack of com- 
prehension of the psychology of the 
average Israeli and his reaction to 
pressure which bordered on humilia- 
tion. When “Mr. Israel” voted as he 
did, he declared, inter alia, that If 
Israel's supreme Interests were 
threatened he was ready to face 
hardships and sacrifices resulting 
from a possible confrontation with 
the American administration. 

Despite the somewhat hysterical 
reaction of the president's political 


advisers, Mr. Carter's aides quickly 
saw that the election results in- 
dicated Israeli fear of an Imposed 
settlement contrary to Israel’s in- 
terests. Yet, the changes in 
American attitudes to the Israel 
government after the elections were 
obviously more stylistic than sub- 
stantive. 

If one examines these substantive 
aspects, it must be concluded that, 
inasmuch as the energy and stra- 
tegic constraints which influenced 
the American policy stQl exist, it is 
inconceivable that President Carter 
can today afford to alienate the, 
“moderate” Arab camp. 
Notwithstanding the warmth of Mr. 
Begin's reception in Washington, the 
president did not retract any of his 
previous statements relating to a 
settlement in the Middle East, and 
the administration later even 
promised to supply several Arab 
countries with weapons. All this, 
notwithstanding the supposedly "ex- 
tremist and irrational" nature of the 
new Israeli government, and the un- 
predictability of Its policy and reac- 
tions, constitute a new constraint 
which Washington must also take 
into account when Israel's vital in- 
terests are at stake. 

When confronted with the election 
results in Israel the Arab leadership 
was bewildered, and also frightened. 
The Arab sabre-rattling following the 
election did not signify any real in- 
tention of going to war but rather ap- 
prehension that the “irrational" and 
unpredictable Likud government 
might exploit any incident to launch 
a preemptive strike in order to ad- 
vance Israel's objectives. No longer 
are “moderate” Arab leaders con- 
vinced of the ability of the U.8. to 
coerce Israel to agree to a 
“settlement" acceptable to them. 
They are even beginning to question 
the credibility of their strategy ac- 
cording to which, if Israel did not 
bow to American pressure, the Arabs 
could unleash a “limited war" which 
the superpowers would immediately 
stop and then force Israel to accept ' 
the “dynamics of peace". A limited 
war, they fear, may now escalate 
into a major one because. Israel may 
not play by their rules of the game. 
Thus. Ironic as it may seem, the rise 


New broom or meddler? 


MINISTER OF DEFENCE Ezer 
Weizman’s personal experience 
as a long-time army man has led 
to the unprecedented direct in- 
tervention... of the Minister in 


budgetary and disciplinary 
questions of the army at the 
operational level. There are 
some worrisome aspects to this 
style; writes HZHSH GOODMAN. 


THE BEGIN GOVERNMENT'S two 
dramatic strokes — to call for an ear- 
ly Geneva conference, without pre- 
conditlonsand to cut the Government 
budget by some ILBbillion including 
a XL1.4 billion cut in the defence 
budget — have put their stamp on the 
first half of its “first hundred days." 

In general that stamp has won pop- 
ular approval though the Labour 
Alignment has cautioned that both 
steps could prove short-sighted. Go- 
ing to Geneva without an agreed 
position with the U.S. could lead ul- 
timately to a confrontation with 
Washington, Labour has warned, and 
instead of being reduced, the defence 
budget should be Increased. 

There is now also enough public 
evidence to indicate that there are 
those in the military establishment 
who also have reservations about 
these policies. 

The Chief of Staff, Rav Aluf 
Mordechai Gur, has gone on record 
with doubts about the defence budget 
cuts. The decision, taken by Finance 
Minister Ehrlich, apparently was not 
preceded by any consultations with 
the Genera] Staff. 

The Defence Minister. Mr. We Iz- 
mail, agreed to the cuts. He has, in 
any case, for long believed and said 
that in his view the army had become 
flabby and was being allowed to 
spend too much. 

He rejected a recommendation by 
Mr. Peres, before he relinquished the 
Defence portfolio, that the current 
budget be increased by ILl.5 billion. 
Peres' assessment was based on in- 
formation provided by the army’s 
budget department, which itself 
grew out of the General Staff's 
assessment of array needs. 

Mr. Weizman’s position, of course, 
is not an easy one. As a leading 
member of the new government and 
as a participant with Mr. Begin and 
Mr. Dayan in the troika determining 
Israel’s strategic policy, he Is Intent 
upon probing and producing new 
policy options and Ideas. Army 
planners, on the other hand, remain 
Intently fixed on what they consider 
the unchanging realities of Arab 
alms and military purposes. 


According to this view the 
danger of renewed war is not only 
real, but could actually be heighten- 
ed by the U.S. desire to convene an 
early Geneva conference. It is held 
that the positions of Israel 
and the Arab states are too far apart 
to enable a Geneva conference to 
take place, or to end in agreement, if 
it were to convene. And such a 
failure, after the trumpeting of high 
expectations, could only lead to in- 
creased military tension. 

Mr. Weizxnan has not put himself 
into the conventional role of being a 
spokesman for these sobering views. 
Nor could he easily find such a role 
politically comfortable vis-a-vis a 
Prime Minister and a Foreign 
Minister who are thems elves known 
as tough-minded political and 
military realists. 

Apart from major policy questions, 
Mr. Welzman has, in general, a more 
irreverent attitude toward the army 
than did. say, his predecessor, 
precisely because he was a part of it 
for so long. 

Thus he sent ripples through the es- 
tablishment almost from his very 
first day In office, when he issued 
peremptory orders demanding 
greater discipline and observance of 


rules regarding dress and physical 
appearance. 

He also decided on his own to make 
some reductions In brass by 
stipulating, against current practice, 
that the Army spokesman. Chief Cen- 
sor and head of the Research and 
Development Branch be Colonels 
and not Brigadiers. 

It could perhaps be argued that the 
Defence Minister has more impor- 
tant concerns than these, which he 
should leave to the Chief of Staff. 
Though it should also be said that an 
irreverent new broom at the top can 
often be good for any army, and 
Israel's is no exception. 

In Welzman ’a. case the question is 
whether his own army experience 
and interest in such details will not 
enmesh him in concern for the trees 
rather than the forest. 

And the larger question that arises 
is whether a Defence Minister, who 
on the one hand Involves himself in 
operational matters, but on the other 
hand reflects Cabinet and not army 
thinking on some major Issues, may 
not prove disruptive to the con- 
sultative process between the Army 
and the Government that la a re- 
quirement for smooth functioning 
and wise decisions.

THIRTY psychology students from 
To) Aviv University have been doing 
field-work to supplement their lec- 
tures and reading. 

Shimon, for example, worked with" 
a kindergarten child who had 
behavioural problems. 

“At first the boy thought I was 
coming to the kindergarten to play 
like the other children, though he 
thought I was a bit big. Then he 
decided I must be a kind of big 
brother. But what kind of a brother 
was I. if I wasn't a karate expert? He 
knew I wasn't a father substitute 
because I never had any money to 
give him. Finally, he made up his 
mind I was just a friend." 

Next year, the students will work 
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in hospitals acting, according, to 
Prof. Ron Yuval. as "ears and eyes 
at the patient's bedside, from the 
maternity wards to cancer 
patients." 

But most of the students would 
prefer to go back to kindergartens 
and elementary schools. “I think I 
got more out of the experience than I 
gave." said one of them. “As future 
psychologists, the chance to help 
other people and see results is worth 
more than a lot of books and lec- 
tures."

Dry Bones 
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of the Likud government may have 
postponed for a time a new war 
between Israel and the Arabs. 

It Is. however, highly questionable 
whether the Arabs will be able to br- 
ing themselves to participate in a 
Geneva conference in October at all. 
In addition to basic differences in the 
Arab camp, the Israeli- demands, 
supported by the U.S., for direct 
negotiations leading to a meaningful 
peace may further polarize dis- 
agreements between the Arabs. Arab 
reaction to Mr. Begin's statements 
■and the contradictory reactions to 
Mr. Vance's proposals during his 
current visits to Arab capitals 
already indicate a measure of con- 
fusion and controversy in the Arab 
camp. 

Recent developments in Egypt 
once again exposed Sadat's 
dependence on the armed forces and 
on foreign aid, and the grave socio- 
economic and political problems 
which his regime faces. 

Seemingly powerful and rich, 
Saudi Arabia is also undergoing 
rapid socio-economic changes which 
are profoundly affecting the 
regime's stability. The expansion of 
its army and the vast quantities of 
sophisticated weapons which it has 
purchased . have unsettled the 
traditional balance within its armed 
forces. The Saudi government is ap- 
prehensive, therefore, lest the new 
forces and ideas which daily gain 
strength threaten the future of the 
archaic- regime. The U.S.- 
nevertheless hopes that American 
arms and experts deployed in key 
positions can help preserve the pre- 
sent status quo and consequently the 
Rlyadh-Cairo axis. 

Syria Is undoubtedly a key factor In 
the future of the Middle East because 
of its position and military strength. 
The Americans, therefore, are doing 
their utmost to improve their 
relations with Syria at the expense of 
the Soviets. Though President Assad 
reiterates that he retains the option 
of using force to solve the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, the U.S. chooses to 
ignore these statement!!. 


It should be obvious that Assad's 
goal remains "Greater Syria" and 
that he Is only paying lip service to 
the idea of a Palestinian or a 
Jordanian-Palestinian entity 
because such tactics serve his cause. 
In the meantime Syria continues to 
consolidate its hold over Lebanon, 
having been assured, until recently, 
that -Israel would not interfere with 
the process despite the substantial 
changes to her detriment in the 
strategic balance In the region. 

Assad is clearly biding his time, it 
seems, until an opportunity presents 
Itself to annex Jordan. If Syria were 
thus to have a common border with 
Saudi Arabia this could spark off a 
chidn reaction in the whole Arabian 
Peninsula. The only drawback to this 
plan Is the continued existence of a 
strong Israel which is bound to object 
to such a development. This and 
other services rendered to U.S. 
national security by -Israel is what 
Mr. Begin was alluding to in his 
speeches In the U.S. 

For the first time since the Yom 
Klppur War there is, thus, a chance 
to rehabilitate Israel's credibility, 
image and status in the eyes of the 
U.S. Indeed, the special relationship 
with the U.S. will continue to be one 
of the pillars of Israel's policy since 
her continued dependence on U.S. 
economic and military aid cannot be 
ignored. 

Israeli opposition to an Arab- 
oriented Fax Americana dictated by 
supposed western interests but ignor- 
ing r Israel's own critical interests 
should not be -interpreted as mulish 
intransigence guaranteed to under- 
mine this special relationship. 

Israel must make it clear that In 
striving for a lasting peace in the 
region it is willing to help promote 
western interests, above all those 
relating -to the critical energy 
problem, but not at the cost of its own 
survival.
